Brevities 

The  pharmacy  of  Mr.  James  Arnold,  22  Bridge  Street, 
Lisburn,  has  been  taken  over  by  Mr.  D.  L.  Moody, 
38  Fitzwilliam  Street,  Belfast,  and  Mr.  S.  W.  Moody. 

A  verdict  of  suicide  was  returned  at  the  inquest,  at 
Kanturk  on  Micheal  C'agney,  who,  having  purchased 
strychnine  for  the  purpose  of  killing  rats,  put  some  in 
his  tea  and  drank  it. 

As  a  result  of  eating  three  quinine  tablets  Evelyn 
Mullan,  the  baby  daughter  of  a  railway  employee,  resid- 
ing at  Ballymena,  died  suddenly  on  May  15.  The 
coroner  did  not  consider  an  inquest  necessary. 

In  reply  to  the  questionnaire  of  the  medical  profession 
to  the  candidates  for  the  general  election  in  Northern 
.Ireland,  asking  them  whether  or  not  they  were  in  favour 
,of  the  extension  of  medical  benefits  to  Northern  Ireland 
thirty-four  affirmative  replies  were  received.  Of  those 
,who  answered  in  the  affirmative  nineteen  were  elected 
to  Parliament,  including  the  Minister  of  Finance  and 
,th6  Minister  of  Home  Affairs. 

Writing  to  the  Kilkenny  Board  of  Health  recently,  Dr. 
R.  E.  Griffin  stated  that  in  reply  to  an  advertisement 
for  an  apothecary  he  applied  for  the  post  on  the  pre- 
sumption that  an  apothecary  was  wanted,  whose  duties 
would  include  the  performance  of  minor  operations.  To 
his  surprise  he  learned  that  the  Board  had  appointed 
a  pharmaceutical  chemist.  The  Board  decided  to  inform 
the  Local  Government  Department  that  it  was  satisfied 
with  the  chemist's  qualifications  to  do  the  work.

_  London  (S.W.)-— The  seventeenth  annual  general  meet- 
ing of  the  South- West  London  Chemists'  Association  and 
the  South-West  Metropolitan  Branch  of  the  Society  was 
held  on  May  24.  The  financial  report  of  the  treasurer 
(Mr.  F.  G.  WeUs)  showed  a  balance  in  hand.  The 
reports  by  the  general  secretary  (Mr.  H.  G.  Tibbett), 
social  secretary  (Mr.  J.  E.  Jones),  and  the  sports  secre- 
tary (Mr.  J.  E.  Monaghan)  were  satisfactory.  All  these 
were  received  and  adopted.  It  was  unanimously  agreed 
that  a  closer  co-operation  should  exist  between  the  Asso- 
ciation and  the  Branch,  and  that  joint  meetings  should 
be  held  in  future  whenever  possible.  A  committee  of 
sixteen  was  appointed  to  manage  the  affairs  of  both,  as 
follows  :— Miss  Borrowman,  Miss  Monaghan,  Messrs. 
Brook,  Fitch,  Gosling,  James,  Jones,  Loxley,  Mills, 
Monaghan,  Mountain,  Rees,  Shakerley,  Tibbett,  Wells, 
Woodnoth.  This  committee  was  to  elect  the  officers  at 
their  first  meeting.  Considerable  discussion  took  place 
in  protest  against  the  reduction  in  selling  profit 
shown  in  the  revised  terms  issued  by  J.  C.  Eno,  Ltd., 
on  April  8.  The  following  resolution  -was  passed  unani- 
mously : — "  That  the  members  of  this  Association  and 
Branch,  having  considered  the  new  selling  terms  for  Eno's 
Fruit  Salt,  recognise  that  the  net  profit  to  retailers  on 
this  line  is  now  such  as  will  not  remunerate  the  dis- 
tributor even  to  the  extent  of  covering  his  average  over- 
head charges  ;  and  therefore  agree  that  they  will  not  dis- 
play, recommend,  or  in  any  way  help  the  sale  of  Eno's 
Fruit  Salt,  but  will  instead  do  eveiytbing  they  possibly 
can  to  pvomotp  the  sale  of  fniit  salines  which  yield  a 
reasonable  profit." 
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Signing  Insurance  Scripts 

The  signature  at  the  foot  of  an  Insurance  prescription 
is  important  for  several  reasons.  First,  it  is  an  order  on 
the  chemists'  fund ;  and  if  the  person  who  writes  the 
order  cannot  be  identified  as  being  under  contract  with 
the  Insurance  Committee  within  whose  area  the  treatment 
is  being  provided,  the  Pricing  Office  may  refuse  to  pass 
the  prescription  for  the  payment.  Tlite  practitioner  who 
undertakes  the  treatment  of  insured  persons  is  required 
by  the  'Medical  Benefit  Regulations  to  order  on  the  form 
provided  by  the  Insurance  Committee  the  drugs  and 
appliances  which  are  requisite,  and  "  The  order  shall  be 
signed  by  the  practitioner  with  his  own  hand."  The 
Regulations  made  under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts  require 
that  a  prescription  (for  any  of  the  in'eparations  concerned) 
must  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  the  person  issuing  it 
with  his  usual  signature.  In  the  case  of  Insurance  pre- 
scriptions it  has  been  held  that  a  facsimile  signature 
affixed  to  a  prescription  by  the  agency  of  a  rubber  stamp 
does  not  comply  with  the  Regulations ;  and  it  is  prac- 
tically certain  that  in  the  case  of  D.D.A.  prescriptions 
the  rubber  stamp  signature  would  not  satisfy  the  require- 
ments, even  if  the  prescriber  appended  his  initials. 

There  is  a  parallel  case  to  be  found  in  the  rules  govern- 
ing the  issue  of  certificates  to  insured  persons.  Part  IV 
of  'the  First  Schedule  of  the  Medical  Benefit  Regulations 
provides  that  "  The  practitioner  shall  sign  the  certificate 
with  his  own  hand,"  and  that  "  the  writing  on  the  certifi- 
cate sihall  be  in  ink."  The  next  paragraph  (7  (4))  pro- 
ceeds: "The  practitioner  shall,  in  addition,  cause  his 
name  and  address  to  be  stamped  on  the  certificate  with  a 
rubber  or  metallic  stamp.  ..."  Obviously,  therefore,  it 
is  the  intention  of  the  previous  requirement  that  the  prac- 
titioner shall  sign  .personally  the  certificate  (and  in 
similar  circumstances,  therefore,  the  prescription)  with  his 
own  hand,  and  not  use  a  rubber  stamp  facsimile.  In- 
cidentally it  may  be  remarked  that  the  name  and  address 
to  be  stamped  on  the  certificate  is  probably  an  additional 
safeguard  to  satisfy  approved  societies  who  pay  money 
benefits  on  the  evidence  of  the  certificate.  The  chemist, 
however,  is  expected  to  indentify  the  signature  at  the  foot 
of  each  prescription  he  dispenses,  and  to  enter  the  pre- 
scriber's  name  on  the  account  which  he  submits  to  the 
Pricing  Office  each  month.  Why^  then,  should  the 
chemist  not  be  assisted  in  this  direction  in  the  same  way 
.that  'help  is  given  to  the  approved  societies?  There 
a/ppears  to  be  no  reason,  apart  from  the  administrative 
difficulties,  why  the  practitioner  should  not  cause  his  name 
and  address,  in  addition  to  his  usual  signature,  to  be 
stamped  on  the  prescription  form  witli  a  rubber  or  metallic 
stamp,  especially  as  the  Regulation  'dealing  with  certifica- 
tion .goes  on  to  say  that  :  "  The  practitioner  may,  for 
this  purpose,  make  use  of  arrangements  for  stamping  to 
'be  made  by  the  Insurance  Committee  with  the  approval 
of  the  Minister."  Insurance  Committees  have  facilities 
for  stam.ping  prescription  books — as  they  do,  in  fact, 
stamp  certificate  books — before  'they  are  issued  to  Insur- 
ance practitioners. — Observer  (28/3). 


Sporting  Events

Thomson  cup  was  won  by  Mr.  G.  0.  Roper.  At  the  Farn- 
ham  meeting  the  Burgoyne  cup,  presented  by  Burgoyne, 
Burbidges  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  was  won  by  Mr.  J.  W.  Quibell, 
and  the  Leichner  prize  by  Mr.  P.  O.  Royle. 

The  annual  match  between  the  Blandfield  Golf  Club 
(T.  &  H.  Smith,  Ltd.)  and  the  Weba  Golf  Club  (The 
North  British  Rubber  Co.,  Ltd.)  was  played  over  the 
Carrick  Knowe  course  on  May  24,  and  resulted  in  a  win 
for  the  latter  by  eight  matches  to  four.

Mr.  D.  MacArthur,  captain  of  the  Weba  Club, 
replying,  said  he  agreed  entirely  with  Mr.  Anderson's 
remarks,  and  thanked  the  Blandfield  Club  for  their  kind- 
ness and  hospitality. 
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Colonial  and  Foreign  News 

New  Zealand  Examinations. — During  1928,  of  the  151 
candidates  who  sat  for  the  B  section  of  the  pharmacy 
examination,  41  were  successful.  In  the  C  (final)  section 
96  presented  themselves  and  42  passed.  The  results  of 
the  two  preceding  years  are  : — 1926,  Section  B,  entered 
165,  passed  41 ;  Section  C,  entered  111,  passed  48 ;  1927, 
Section  B,  entered  148,  passed  36 ;  Section  C,  entered  93, 
passed  31. 

Bahama  sponges. — Important  experiments  are  being 
carried  out  by  the  Agricultural  and  Marine  Production 
Board  of  the  Bahamas  in  the  planting  of  sponge  to  suit 
the  market  and  to  improve  the  quality.  The  industry 
was  temporarily  crippled  by  hurricanes  which  "swept  the 
Bahamas  on  July  26,  September  17,  and  October  20,  1926, 
but  is  now  recovering.  Investigations  of  the  possibilities 
of  sponge  growing  in  British  Honduras  is  being  con- 
tinued, and  the  Government  has  purchased  a  large  island, 
enclosing  lagoon  waters  suitable  for  the  establishment  of 
this  industry.  The  sijonge  waters  are  now  under  the 
control  of  a  Government  scientific  expert. 

Italian  iodine  production. — Research  has  been  con- 
ducted in  Italy  for  many  years  in  the  extraction  of 
iodine  from  mineral  waters,  especially  those  in  Parma, 
Modena,  Romagna  and,  in  particular,  Salsomaggiore. 
The  difficulty  has  been  to  make  extraction  pay  on 
account  of  th-e  large  quantity  of  other  mineral  salts 
present  (about  200  gm.  per  litre),  while  iodine  is  present 
only  to  the  extent  of  5.5  .cgm.  Production  on  an 
experimental  scale  has  been  done  for  nearly  two  years 
with  industrial  plant  at  Salsomaggiore,  and  the  output 
has  been  from  10-20  kilos  a  day  working  with  saline 
from  wells  of  varying  depth  (400-700  metres).  The 
rocess  consists  in  the  liberation  of  iodine  from  its  salts 
y  means  of  an  oxidising  agent,  dissolving  the  halogen 
in  a  petroleum  solvent.  The  iodine  is  separated  by 
chemical  means,  precipitated,  and  th€  solvent  recovered. 
By  this  means  the  cost  of  extraction  is  reduced  and  the 
yield  is  more  than  90  i>er  cent,  of  the  iodine  content. 
A  new  plant  has  been  erected  and  will  shortly  be  in 
operation  on  an  industrial  scale. 

Jubilee  Conference  of  New  Zealand  Pharma- 
ceutical Society. — -The  Jubilee  Conference  of  the  New 
Zealand  Pharmaceutical  Society  took  place  at  Napier  on 
March  5-7  inclusive.  A  civic  reception  was  accorded  to 
the  delegates,  the  Mayor  (Mr.  J.  Vigor  Brown)  express- 
ing pleasure  that  Napier  had  been  chosen.  In  the  - 
course  of  his  reply  the  president  (Mr.  Rickard)  stressed 
the  necessity  of  chemists  continuing  their  studies.  He 
mentioned  that  the  first  Conference  was  held  in  1879,  and 
the  first  Pharmacy  Act  was  passed  in  1880.  A  long 
agenda  pafper  was  dealt  with,  and  the  Poisons  Act  came 
in  for  much  discussion  and  condemnation.  The  follow- 
ing remit  was  carried:  "That  this  Conference  deplores 
the  many  weaknesses  of  the  Poisons  Act,  re- 
cognising that  it  is  completely  out  of  date  and  prac- 
tically worthless ;  and  it  urges  the  Minister  of  Health 
to  bring  down  new  legislation  this  session  in  the  pubhc 
interest,  so  that  the  Dominion  may  no  longer  lag  behind 
other  countries  in  this  respect."  It  was  also  decided  that 
a  special  committee  be  set  up  to  elaborate  details  for  a 
new  Bill  that  would  be  acceptable  to  all  sections  who 
deal  in  poisons.  During  the  Conference  opportunity  was 
taken  to  present  a  grandfather  clock  to  Mr.  F.  Castle, 
and  to  convey  to  him,  on  his  Tetirement  from  office, 
the  Society's  appreciation  of  his  seventeen  years'  con- 
scientious service  as  president. 

Morphine  Manufacture  in  India.- — The  Government 
of  India  has  recently  isued  a  communique  controverting 
the  statement  made  by  Mr.  C.  F.  Andrews  in  the  "  Man- 
chester Guardian  "  of  December  5,  1928,  that  there 
was  no  manufacture  of  morphine  in  India  before  1922, 
and  that  the  Government  had  now  developed  an  exten- 
sive trade  in  this  drug  "which  was  encouraging  its  use 
for  other  than  medicinal  purposes.  The  facts  are  that 
pure  morphine  has  for  many  years  been  manufactured 
at  Ghazipur,  in  the  United  Provinces  of  Agra  and 
Oudh,  for  issue  to  medical  storekeepers,  to  Government 
dispensaries,  and  to  such  European  and  Indian  druggists 
in  India  as  receive  the  necessary  permission  from  the 


authorities  appointed  for  the  purpose.  The  trade  in 
opium  alkaloids  originated  in  the  dosing  years  of  the 
war,  when  Ghazipur  was  virtually  the  only  source  of 
supply  available  _  to  the  allies.  Opium  is  produced  in 
the  United  Provinces  under  the  closest  supervision.  It 
is  dispatched  to  London  with  the  most  rigid  observance 
of  the  regulations  of  the  Geneva  Convention,  and  is 
used  strictly  for  medical  and  scientific  purposes.  Should 
the  supply  to  London  be  withdrawn  the  demand  would 
forthwith  be  met  by  increased  production  in  countries 
where  production  is  not  controlled,  so  that  there  would 
be  no  decrease  in  the  amount  available  from  other 
countries  for  illicit  traffic.  Such  withdrawal,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Government  of  India,  would  yield  no 
advantage  whatever,  while  it  would  have  the  great  draw- 
back of  again  making  Great  Britain  dependent  on  foreign 
sources  for  this  drug. 


French  News 

From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent. 

M.  Poincare,  speaking  at  Strassbourg  recently,  empha- 
sised the  fact  that  since  the  French  rcoccupation  the 
University  not  only  had  25  per  cent,  more  students  than 
before  the  war,  but  that  it  attracted  a  very  large  number 
of  foreigners.  At  the  Faculty  of  Pharmacy  103  (of  the 
206)  students  were  from  abroad. 

Mr.  Robert  Mond,  after  lecturing  before  the  French 
Society  of  Chemical  Industry  recently,  handed  to  M. 
Camille  Matignon  a  cheque  for  1,000,000  fr.  towards  the 
"  Maison  de  la  Chimie  "  as  his  personal  contribution  to 
the  scheme.  This  brings  up  the  total  now  subscribed  to 
24,000,000  fr.  The  Society  ha-s  conferred  its  honorary 
membership  of  Mr.  Mond. 

Referring  to  a  proposal  which  has  been  made  to  cele- 
brate at  Nice  the  bicentenary  of  the  birth  of  Henry 
Cavendish,  M.  Houllevigue  publishes  an  appreciative 
article  in  the  "  Temps  "  on  the  life  and  work  of  this 
scientist.  How  Cavendish  came  to  be  born  at  Nice  is 
to  him  a  mystery,  "  but  as  it  is  reported  by  several  Eng- 
lish writers  "  he  accepts  it  as  correct. 

A  draft  Act,  countersigned  by  the  Prime  Minister 
and  the  Minister  of  Labour  and  Hygiene,  for  extending 
to  Alsace-Lorraine  the  obligatory  use  of  the  French 
official  Codex  and  the  French  poison  regulations,  has 
been  presented  to  the  Chamber  of  Deputies.  The 
Chamber  passed  the  document  on  to  its  Alsace-Lorraine 
Committee,  which  has  nominated  M.  Louis  Dumat  to 
draw  up  and  present  a  report  on  the  subject. 

At  the  Salon  this  year  the  crowd-drawing  picture  is 
Etcheverry's  "Jeune  fille  au  l^vrier,"  and  it  was  in  this 
"  Salle  XVI  "  that  I  noted  two  other  paintings.  One, 
by  Louis  Cabanes,  represents  the  "  Perfumers'  Bazaar 
at  Cairo,"  a  violent  contrast  of  blazing  sun  outside  and 
cool  shade  between  the  two  rows  of  open-fronted  shops, 
with  their  walls  covered  with  shelves  of  jars.  The 
other,  by  S.  Richards,  shows  a  group  of  old  blue  and 
white  drugpots,  with  Latin  inscriptions,  and  is  a  clever 
piece  of  work. 

Some  time  ago  the  house  pharmacists  at  the  Bicetre 
Hospice  expressed  their  feelings  against  M.  Poirot,  the 
head  pharmacist  in  such  a  fashion  that  the  authorities 
had  to  take  measures  to  preserve  discipline.  Not  long 
afterwards  several  of  the  Parisian  daily  papers 
announced  the  death  of  M.  Poirot,  the  place  and  date 
of  funeral  being  given  in  the  usual  manner.  M.  Poirot, 
however,  is  still  alive  and  active,  and  the  authorities  are 
making  inquiries  as  to  whether  there  is  any  connection 
between  the  two  events. 

"  The  Association  of  Army  Reserve  Pharmacists  " 
organised  a  series  of  lectures  on  technical  mattere  for 
its  members  this  winter  and  spring,  partly  at  the  Sor- 
bonne  (Faculty  of  Science),  and  partly  at  the  Faculty 
of  Pharmacy.  These  include  "  The  Pharmacist  in  Hos- 
pital Trains,"  by  Pharmacist-Major  Labruyere ;  "The 
Pharmacist  at  the  Front,"  by  Pharmacist-Lieutenant 
Lenoir  ;  and  "  The  Pharmacists'  Pai  t  in  the  Training  of 
Sanitary  Squads,"  by  Pharmacist-Lieutenant  Herissey, 
who  is  a  Professor  at  the  Faculty. 
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Canadian  Notes 

Honey  trade  with  the  U.K. — Canada's  participation 
in  the  honey  trade  continues  to  expand,  rising  from 
4,800  cwt.  (£15,865)  in  1926  to  6,487  cwt.  (£18,890)  in 
1927.  Total  importations  into  the  U.K.  were  64,115  cwt. 
(£170,332)  in  1926  and  84,415  cwt.  (£221,067)  in.  1927.  It 
seems  certain  that  with  the  universal  adoption  of  selec- 
tion and  grading,  Canadian  honey  can  look  for  a  steady 
outlet  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

New  P.A.T.A.  ch.'VIEMAN. — A  representative  assembly 
of  all  the  drug  trade  interests  in  Canada  met  at  the 
King  Edward  Hotel,  Toronto,  recently,  and 
unanimously  elected  Mr.  E.  A.  Rea,  Woodstock,  to  be 
president  of  the  P.A.T.A.  and  chairman  of  the  council, 
in  succession,  to  Mr.  C.  G.  Whelby  who  is  retiring 
from  office.  Another  important  decision  at  the  meeting 
was  the  adoption  of  a  scheme  to  set  up  an  office  in 
Toronto,  and  it  was  also  decided  to  start  raising  the 
necessary  funds  required  to  prosecute  the  case  to  test 
the  validity  of  the  Combines  Investigation  Act. 

Consolidation  of  Narcotic  Act. — On  February  11  a 
bill  was  introduced  by  the  Hon.  J.  H.  King,  Minister 
of  Pensions  and  National  Health,  to  amend  and  con- 
solidate the  Opium  and  Narcotic  Drug  Act.  The  new 
bill  adds  certain  new  clauses  which  will  tighten  up  the 
act  and  render  it  more  drastic.  A  special  committee  of 
the  House  of  Commons  is  to  consider  the  bill,  and 
strong  _  opposition  is  anticipated  for  a  section  which 
prohibits  the  sending  of  narcotics  by  rail.  The  idea  is 
to  prevent  smuggling,  but  alterations  exempting  doctors, 
dentists  and  druggists  from  the  restriction  seem 
advisable. 

Acetic  acid  exports  increase.— During  the  year 
ending  March  1928  Canada's  shipments  of  acetic  acid 
were  valued  at  a  third  more  than  for  the  same  period  of 
1926-27.  The  shipments  and  destinations  were  as

Drug  and  Medicine  Imports  and  Exports.— Statistics 
of  the  Dominion  Government  for  the  past  two  years, 
just  released,  show  the  extent  of  imports  and  exports  of 
drugs  and  medicines  between  Canada  and  Great  Britain, 
and  also  between  Canada  and  the  United  States.  The 
imports  from  Great  Britain  during  1928  were  valued  at 
11,037.083,  compared  with  $857,585.  Imports  of  drugs 
and  medicines  from  the  United  States  in  1928  totalled 
$1,932,887,  and  in  1927  the  total  value  was  $1,396,515. 
Exports  of  drugs  and  medicines  from  Canada  to  Great 
Britain  during  the  calendar  year  1928  were  valued  at 
$242,031,  while  the  valuation  of  the  1927  exports  was 
$198,543.  Canada  sold  to  the  United  States  during  the 
calendar  year  1928,  drugs  and  medicines  valued  at 
$14,845,  and  during  1927  $11,663. 

Customs  invoices. — In  Customs  Memorandum  No.  204, 
dated  April,  8,  Collectors  of  Customs  throughout  Canada 
are  informed  that  it  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the 
Department  of  National  Revenue  that  exporters  are  using 
the  now  obsolete  invoice  forms  and  altering  the  Certifi- 
cate of  Origin  to  read  "  not  less  ihan  one-half  the  cost  of 
production  "  instead  of  "  not  less  than  one-fourth,"  but 
omitting  to  initial  the  correction.  Collectors  are  there- 
fore instructed  that  such  uninitialled  corrected  certifi- 
cates may  be  accepted  for  entry  only  if  accompanied  by 
an  affidavit  by  the  importer  to  the  eifect  that  the  correc- 
tion was  made  by  the  exporter  liimself  and  not  by  the 
importer  after  leceipt  in  Canada.  This  ruling  will 
remain  in  force  up  to  and  including  June  30,  1929,  after 
which  dates  certificates  so  corrected  will  not  be  accepted. 

The  P.A.T.A.— In  March  last  the  friends  of  the  Pro- 
prietary Articles  Trade  Association  of  Canada,  which 
had  been  condemned  b.y  the  Canadian  Government  its 
being  in  contravention  of  tiie  Combines  Act  of  Canada, 


appealed  to  the  Government  for  jiermission  to  submii 
the  matter  to  the  Sujjreme  Court  of  Canada.  1  lie 
Government  consented  to  the  matter  being  thus  sub- 
mitted, and  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association 
representatives  were  supported  in  their  attitude  by  the 
legal  representatives  of  the  Provinces  of  Quebec,  Ontario, 
British  Columbia  and  others  who  did  not  agree  with  the 
Federal  Government  as  to  the  validity  of  the  Combines 
Act.  In  1927  an  investigation  under  the  Combines 
Investigation  Act,  1923,  into  the  operation  of  the  Pro- 
prietary Articles  Trade  Association  was  carried  out  at 
the  instance  of  the  Hon.  Peter  Heenan,  Minister  of 
Labour,  by  L.  V.  O'Connor,  a  Commissioner  appointed 
in  that  behalf.  The  Commissioner  found  that  the 
Association  was  a  combine  of  wholesale  and  retail  manu- 
facturers and  distributors  of  proprietary  medicines  and 
toilet  articles  and  was  prejudicial  to  the  public.  The 
Association  contended  that  the  Combines  Investigation 
Act  was  ultra  vires  of  the  Dominion  Parliament.  The 
Governor-General-in-Council  then  submitted  to  the 
Supreme  Court  the  questions  : — (1)  Is  the  Combines 
Investigation  Act,  R.S.C.,  1927,  C.  26,  vltra  vires  of 
the  Parliament  of  Canada,  either  in  whole  or  in  part, 
and,  if  so,  in  what  particular  or  particulars  or  to  what 
extent?  (2)  Is  Section  498  of  the  Criminal  Code  ultra 
vires  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  and,  if  so,  in  what 
particular  or  particulars  or  to  what  extent?  Section  498 
of  the  code  deals  with  conspiracies  and  combinations 
affecting  trade.  The  best  legal  talent  in  the  Dominion 
was  retained  by  the  Provincial  Governments  and  the 
Proprietary  Association,  and  the  matter  was  fully  dis- 
cussed before  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court.  It  was 
decided  to  take  the  matter  under  consideration  before 
rendering  judgment.  As  a  result,  the  Court 
ruled  on  April  30  that  the  judgments  under 
the  Combines  Investigation  Act  and  the  Criminal 
Code  were  justified  and  not  ultra  vires.  The 
decision  in  question  has  been  a  disappointment  to  the 
large  majority  of  retailers  in  the  Dominion  as  well  as 
wholesalers  and  a  large  group  of  manufacturers.  The 
determination,  however,  is  to  continue  the  effort,  and 
there  is  no  doubt  it  will  be  carried  to  the  Privy  Council 
in  due  course.

Northern  Rhodesia 

Increased  Duty  on  Spirits. — An  Ordinance  (No.  1  of 
1929)  has  been  issued  increasing  the  duty  on  spirits 
imported  into  Northern  Rhodesia  as  follows  : — (a)  Per- 
fumed spirits  from  £1  14s.  per  imperial  gallon  plus  10 
per  cent,  ad  valorem  to  £1  17s.  6d.  per  imperial  gallon 
plus  10  per  cent,  ad  valorem;  {li}  liqueurs,  cordials  and 
mixed  spirits,  exceeding  3  per  cent,  proof  spirit,  from 
£1  13s.  6d.  per  imperial  gallon,  or  25  per  cent,  ad  valorem 
(whichever  be  the  greater),  to  £1  17s.  per  imperial  gallon, 
or  25  per  cent,  ad  valorem  (whichever  be  the  greater); 
(c)  other  sorts  exceeding  3  per  cent,  of  proof  spirit  from 
£1  12s.  6d.  to  £1  16s.  per  imperial  gallon.  The  foregoing 
alterations  apply  to  imports  into  the  whole  of  Northern 
Rhodesia  from  all  countries.  The  duty  on  medicinal  and 
toilet  preparations  and  essences  (liquid),  syrvips  and  tinc- 
tures, containing  over  3  per  cent,  of  proof  spirit  imported 
into  the  Zambesi  Basin  from  foreign  countries  is  increased 
from  £1  13s.  6d.  per  imperial  gallon,  or  25  i>er  cent. 
ad  valorem  (whichever  be  the  greater)  to  £1  17s.  per 
imperial  gallon  or  25  per  cent,  ad  valorem  (whichever  be 
the  greater).  When  such  spirits  are  over  proof  the  duty 
is  levied  at  £1  16s.  per  pro'of  gallon,  or  25  per  cent. 
ad  valorem  (whichever  be  the  greater). 
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Legal  Reports 

Failure  to  Exhibit  Certificate. — In  Bow  County  Court, 
on  May  29,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 
sued  Mr.  Hector  Taylor,  chemist  and  druggist,  8  Station 
Road,  Walthamstow,  E.,  to  recover  a  penalty  of  £5 
incurred  by  carrying  on  the  business  of  a  chemist  and 
druggist  without  tiie  certificat-e  of  qualification  of  the 
person  by  whom  the  business  was  being  conducted  being 
conspicuously  exhibited  on  the  premises.  Mr.  W.  H. 
Quarrell  apjjeared  on  behalf  of  the  Society;  thel 
defendant  did  not  appear.  Mr.  Quarrell  said  that  under 
the  Acts  the  certificate  had  to  be  displayed  con- 
spicuously. Judge  Thompson  :  This  is  a  revelation  to 
me.  I  have  often  wondered  if  it  was  pride  or  what  it 
was  that  made  chemists  put  these  certificates  up  in  the 
shop.  Margaret  Dick,  examined,  said  she  was  an 
inspector  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  She  visited  the 
shop  on  February  15,  and  then  saw  over  the  shop  the 
name  of  Nicholls,  but  the  defendant's  name  was  not 
over  the  shop.  She  bought  some  lysol  from  the  assistant, 
and  some  camphorated  oil  and  borax.  She  found  that 
Mr.  Taylor  was  not  on  the  premises,  "and  that  his  name 
was  not  up.  The  certificate  of  qualification  was  not 
displayed,  and  she  asked  the  assistant  about  it,  but  he 
did  not  seem  to  know  much  about  the  shop,  which  was  in 
a  very  poor  condition.  She  visited  the  shop  seven  times 
in  all.  Twice  the  shoji  was  shut,  but  on  the  other 
occasions  she  saw  the  defendant.  She  questioned  him 
about  it  on  March  18,  and  he  said  he  had  sent  the 
certificate  to  the  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons,  and 
had  not  got  it  back.  The  judge,  in  giving  his 
decision,  said  it  had  been  proved  in  evidence  that  the 
certificate  had  not  been  displayed  conspicuously  in  the 
-shop,  while  a  very  lame  excuse  had  been  given  that 
it  had  been  sent  to  the  College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons. 
Mr.  Quarrell  :  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  inspector  pur- 
chased a  deadly  poison.  Judge  Thompson  :  She  did  not 
say  "  deadly."  Mr.  Quarrell  :  Well,  strong.  Judge 
Thompson  :  It  is  a  well-known  disinfectant.  Mr. 
Quarrell  :  Yes,  but  it  is  an  offence  to  sell  a  poison  by 
a  chemist  without  his  certificate  of  qualification  being 
displayed.  Judge  Thompson  :  He  could  have  been 
prosecuted  for  that  as  well,  I  suppose  ?  Mr.  Quarrell  :  It 
cannot  be  discovered  where  he  is,  so  there  are  no  means 
of  serving  him  with  a  summons  in  connection  with  such 
an  offence.  Judgment  was  given  for  the  amount  of  the 
penalty  claimed,  £5,  with  costs.

Dividends  for  the  year 
on  the  three  classes  of  Preference  shares  and  the  four 
classes  of  Preferred  Ordinary  shares  took  £96,750,  and 
dividends  totalling  24  per  cent,  (the  same)  have  been 
paid  on  the  Ordinary  shares,  amounting  to  £360,000.  A 
bonus  of  5  per  cent.,  free  of  tax  (against  3f  per  cent., 
less  tax),  is  now  proposed  on  the  Ordinary  shares,  and 
it  is  also  proposed  to  transfer  £200,000  (against 
£150,000)  to  reserve  fund,  raising  it  to  £900,000.  The 
"  carry-forward  "  will  then  be  increased  from  £208,307 
to  £226,710. 

SoRBo  Rubber-Sponge  Products,  Ltd. — The  report  for 
the  year  ended  September  30,  1928,  presented  to  the 
shai-eholders  at  the  meeting  at  Sorbo  Works,  Woking,  on 
May  23,  states  that  the  unexpected  removal  by  the  Govern- 
ment of  "  rubber  restrictions  "  had  the  effect  of  causing 
a  heavy  fall  in  market  value  of  the  raw  commodity  and 
the  consequent  reduction  in  selling  price  of  manufactured 
articles.  The  value  of  stocks  on  hajid  at  tJie  close  of  the 
financial  year  which  had  been  manufactured  with  high- 
price  rubber  had,  in  consequence,  to  be  drastically  written 
down,  and,  in  addition,  the  directors  have  felt  it  advisable 
to  make  provision  in  the  accounts  for  ithe  difference 
between  contract  prices  and  market  values  of  unexpired 
rubber  contracts.  During  the  pea-iod  covered  by  the 
accounts  the  directors  had  an  opportunity  of  advantage- 
ously disposing  of  the  old  Maybury  Road  factoi-y  and 
other  properties,  and,  as  a  residt  of  this,  the  profit  and 
loss  account  has  been  credited  with  £3,575  16s.,  being  the 
surplus  between  book  values  and  the  prices  realised. 
Messrs.  H.  C.  Wright  and  A.  E.  Webb  have  retired  from 
tlio  board.  The  board  has  now  been  ma.teriaUy 
strengthened  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  A.  H.  Johnson, 
O  B.E.,  Lt.-Col.  Sir  John  P.  Rhodes,  Bart.,  D.S.O.,  Sir 
Henry  White-Smith,  C.B.E.,  and  Mr.  A.  C.  Warwick, 
J.  P. 
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Dental  Board 

of  the  United  Kingdom 

The  final  session  of  the  second  Dental  Board  of  tlie 
United  liingdom  was  held  at  44  Haliam  Street,  London, 
W.l,  on  May  8  and  May  10,  the  chairman  (the  Rt. 
Hon.  Sir  Francis  Dyke  Acland,  Bt.)  presiding.  The 
standing  orders  of  the  Board  (Ch.  1,  i)  had  been  sus- 
pended in  order  to  enable  the  meeting  to  take  place 
on  these  dates.    The  first  business  was 

The  Chairman's  Address, 

which  was  in  effect  a  review  of  the  work  of  the  Board. 
Only  five  of  the  original  members,  said  the  chairman, 
remained ;  and  since  its  last  session  one  of  their  col- 
leagues, Mr.  Stirling,  had  died.  The  considerable  ex- 
penditure in  grants  by  the  Board  was  thus  referred  to  : — 

As  regards  assistance  to  etiidents,  we  bcg-an  by  helping 
144  ex-Servico  men  to  continue  courses  of  training  which  they 
had  entered  with  the  help  of  grants  from  the  Board  of 
Education,  and  up  to  the  end  of  March  had  in  addition 
awarded  348  bursaries.  Up  to  the  game  date  247  of  the 
492  students  had  qualified.  We  find  that  213  of  those  who 
have  received  grant©  are  known  to  be  satisfactorily  settled 
in  practice.  We  also  made  loans  to  a  total  of  nearly  £3,000 
to  51  students  in  the  last  stages  of  their  courses,  and  of  this 
over  £2,300  has  already  been  repaid.  ...  I  .asked  the  follow- 
ing question  in  my  address  in  November  1922:  "  If  before 
the  war  an  annual  entry  of  about  250  students  maintained 
a  practising  Jist  of  about  5.000,  how  large  an  annual  entry 
will  be  required  to  maintain  a  practising  ll^it  of  about 
13,000?  "  The  Register  now  contains  about  14.600  names, 
but  the  annual  entry  to  the  schools  is  still  only  about  250. 
If  the  Register  is  to  be  maintained  at  this  number  with 
this  limited  annual  entry  the  average  practising  life  of  a 
dentist  must  be  extended  to  over  70  years,  which  of  course 
is  impossible.  The  truth  is  that  we  need  an  annual  entry 
of  well  over  500  to  the  schools.  I  have  more  than  once 
expressed  my  .anxieties  on  this  subject,  and  they  are  not 
abated.  With  regard  to  assistance  to  schools,  grant? 
amounting  to  over  £56,000  for  the  improvement  of  premises 
have  been  awarded  to  twelve  sc-hools,  and  of  this  amoimt 
over  £25,000  has  already  .been  paid.  Grants  have  also  been 
made  to  two  schools  for  dental  teaching  for  a  period  of 
five  years. 

The  chairman  next  dwelt  on  salient  features  of  the 
research  carried  on  under  the  auspices  of  the  Boai'd, 
and  then  referred  with'  satisfaction  to  the  work  of  the 
Registration  Committee  and  that  of  the  Discipline  Com- 
mittee ;  the  latter  committee,  he  mentioned,  had  in 
the  past  four  years  persuaded  230  practitioners  to  reduce 
excessive  advertisements.  A  general  warning  was  given 
in  the  following  terms  : — 

Societies  not  being  "  bodies  corporate,"  as  oontonri plated 
in  Section  5  of  the  Dentists  Act  of  1921.  are  approached  by 
a  person  who  .arranges  with  them  that  he  shall  install  a 
practitioner  as  dentist  to  their  members,  offering  them  a 
certain  share  of  the  foes  taken,  part  of  wliich  is  handed 
back  to  the  membore,  which  naturally  acts  as  an  inducement 
to  them  to  become  patients.  The  system  is  spreading,  but 
it  seemis  to  me  that  the  dentists  concerned  may  render  them- 
selves liable  to  disciplinary  action  as  being  employed  by 
those  who  sanction  canvassing  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
patients,  and  that  the  societies  may  render  themselves  liable 
to  prosecution  as  carrying  on  the  business  of  dentistry 
otherwise  than  is  contemplated  by  the  Dentis.ts  Acts. 

The  remainder  of  the  address  was  chiefly  occupied  with 
a  discussion  of  the  measures  taken  to  increase  the  appre- 
ciation of  sound  teeth  among  the  general  public. 

Disciplinary  Cases 

The  first  of  the  disciplinary  cases  taken  had  been  under 
consideration  by  the  IJoard  on  two  occasions  last  year. 
The  respondent  was  Mr.  William  Harkus  Parker,  dentist, 
81  Whitley  Road,  Whitley  Bay,  and  the  charge  was  one 
of  canvassing.  Testimonials  were  handed  in  by  the 
Board's  solicitor  testifying  to  Mv.  Pai^ker's  good  conduct, 
and  it  was  explained  that  he  was  jnevented  by  ill  health 
from  attending.    His  name  was  retained  on  the  Register. 

Other  cases  of  canvassing,  or  of  a-ssociating  with  persons 
w.ho  canvass,  were  those  of  INlr.  Alexander  INIunro  (who 
had  died  since  he  appeared  before  the  Board  last  year)  ; 
Mr.  Thomas  Tennant  Taylor,  22  Ard  rossan  Road,  Salt- 


coats ;  Mrs.  Louise  Waterhouse,  588  Manchester  Road, 
Rochdale,  and  Mr.  Alan  Wilson  Fraser  Steward  23 
Brighton  Place,  Portobello.  Judgment  in  the  case  of  Mr. 
Stew;a.pt  waiS  postponed  for  six  months,  with  the  usual 
proviso  as  to  conduct,  and  the  names  of  the  other  respon- 
dents were  retained  on  the  Register. 

Mr.  Frederick  John  Cowens.  12a  Grosvenor  Str6e.t, 
London,  W.l,  who  had  been  convicted  in  a  police  court  of 
keeping  a  gaming  house,  attended  in  answer  to  notice 
after  an  interval  of  twelve  months.  He  handed  in  four 
testimonials  to  his  good  behaviour,  and  was  told  that  ii« 
remained  a  registered  dentist. 

The  Board  found  that  the  .name  of  Harry  Patridt  Jones, 
4  Abe.rford  Road,  Woodlesford,  who  had  been  convicted 
at  Leeds  Assizes  of  fraudulent  conversion  and  bigamy, 
should  be  removed  from  the  Register. 

Other  Business 

Mr.  William  Guy  was  nominated  to  represent  the  Board 
on  the  dangerous  drugs  tribunal  (dental)  for  Scotland. — 
The  report  of  the  Examination  a.nd  Education  Committee 
recommended,  and  .the  Board  approved,  that  the  next 
series  of  post-graduate  lectures  be  delivered  in  London, 
Birmingham  and  Edinburgh;  and  that  further  informa- 
tion be  awaited  as  to  the  demand  for  courses  of  post- 
registration  instruction. — The  Finance  Committ-ee  reported 
an  income  of  £43,587  and  an  expenditure  of  £42,155. 


General  Medical  Council 

The  hundred  and  twenty -ninth  session  of  the  General 
Medical  Council  opened  at  44  Hallam  Street,  London, 
W.l,  on  May  28,  the  president  (Sir  Donald  MacAlister) 
in  the  chair.  The  principal  item  in  the  first  day's  pro- 
ceedings was 

The  President's  Address 

The  address  commenced  with  a  reference  to  the  death 
of  a  former  colleague,  Sir  Bertram  Windle,  F.R.S.  The 
president  proceeded  to  comment  briefly  on  the  coming 
election  of  a  new  Council  and  the  establishment  of  the 
Scottish  Department  of  Health,  and  to  refer  aA  some 
length  to  tlie  Jong-drawn  neg-otiations  with  teaching  in- 
stitutions in  India.  The  presenit  position,  said  Sir  Donald 
MacAlister,  was  not  satisfactory,  and  tended  to  plaee 
the  Council  in  a  false  position,  which  it  neither  desired 
nor  was  willing  to  occupy.  Sir  Donald's  reference  to 
Phanmacopoeia  revision  was  in  the  following  terms : — 

The  Pharmacopoeia  Commission  established  by  the 
Council,  at  the  instance  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  Committee, 
has  been  .diligently  at  work,  imder  the  able  chairmanship 
of  Dr.  Beddard.  It  reports  that  considerable  progress  has 
been  made  with  the  work  of  revision,  and  that  satisfactory 
relations  have  been  formed  with  the  authorities  of  .several 
of  .the  divisions  of  the  Empire  concerned.  The  Committee 
has  appointed  Mr.  Charles  Herbert  Hampshire,  M.B., 
Ph.C,  to  be  secretary  to  the  Commission,  and  he  will 
formally  take  up  his  duties  on  June  1.  Mr.  Hampshire  is 
doubly  qualified,  in  medicine  and  in  pharmacy,  for  this 
important  office;  and  his  wide  acquaintance  with  pharma- 
copoeial  literature  and  research  will  enable  him  to  render 
specially  valuable  service  to  the  Council  in  this  branch  of 
its  functions. 

Other  matters  dealt  with  in  the  address  were  the 
amendment  to  the  Medical  Act  of  New  Zealand,  the 
inspection  of  aualifying  exa.minations,  and  methods  and 
standards  of  training. 

Dental  Business 

TJie  Dental  Board  of  the  United  Kingdom  reported  on 
the  case  of  Harry  Patrick  Jones,  Woodlesford 
(see  above).  It  was  stated  the  respondent  had 
sent  a  letter  from  Wakefield  Prison  .to  the  Board's 
solicitor  a-sking  for  an  adjournment  until  a  later 
session  in  order  to  enable  him  to  appear  personally  and 
submit  evidence.  The  Board,  however,  decided  not  to 
adjourn  tlie  inquiry,  and  eventually  decided  that  the 
name  of  the  respondent  ought  to  be  erased  from  the 
Register.  After  deliberating  in  camera,  the  Council 
decided  to  direct  the  registrar  to  erase  the  name.

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Citric  Acid 

4      By  G.   Malcolm  Dxsox.  Ph.D.,  A.I.C. 

The  ext-ended  use  of  citric  acid  in  the  preparation  of 
various  pharmaceutical  products,  mainly  eServescing 
salines,  and  also  in  the  preparation  of  various  so-called 
fruit  drinks,  has  led  to  corresponding  developments  in 
the  manufacture  of  citric  acid  vrhich  has  consistently 
held  an  important  position  in  chemical  industiy  for  the 
past  quarter  of  a  century.  During  the  last  ten  years 
the  demand  for  citric  acid  has  increased  veiy  consider- 
ably, especially  from  the  American  market,  and  attempts 
have  been  made  to  replace  citric  acid  from  limes  and 
lemons  by  certain  other  acids  -svhich  can  be  produced 
synthetically  from  aromatic  hydrocarbons.  Save  in  one 
<»5e,  which  will  be  considered  later,  this  has  been 
unsuccessful,  mainly  on  account  of  the  taste  of  the 
acids  in  question.  It  is  generally  supposed  that  the 
t-aste-  of  an  acid  is  due  to  the  presence  of  hydrogen  ions, 
obtained  when  the  acid  is  dissolved  in  water,  but 
it  is  a  singular  fact  that  no  two  acids  taste  exactly 
alike,  even  though  their  concentrations  are  adjusted  so 
that  the  hydrogen  ion  concentration  in  each  solution 
is  the  same. 

It  was  recognised  quite  early  in  the  history  of  civilisa- 
tion that  the  lime  and  lemon  contained  a  special  acid 
substance,  and  one  of  the  alchemists,  Yincentius  Bello- 
vacensis,  who  lived  about  1200,  refers,  in  his  Speculum 
Naturale,  to  the  use  of  lemon  juice  as  an  acid  solvent. 
Naturally,  citric  acid  is  very  widely  distributed,  and  it 
occurs  free  in  many  plant  tissues.  In  the  fruits  of  the 
citrous  species  it  occurs  alone,  very  little  malic  acid 
being  present,  whilst  it  also  occurs  alone  in  sloes,  cran- 
berries and  whortleberries.  In  fruits  such  as  the  cherry, 
raspberry  and  strawberry  it  occurs  in  almost  equal 
proportion  with  malic  acid,  and  with  tartaric  acid  in 
the  tamarind  and  benies  of  the  mountain  ash. 

C03DIEECIAL  PEEP.iEATION 

There  are  two  main  sources  of  commercial  citric  acid  : 
limes  and  lemons  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  pineapple 
on  the  other.  The  American  canning  industry  deals 
with  an  almost  incredible  amount  of  pineapples  annually, 
all  of  which  have  to  be  cut  to  shape  in  order  to  fill 
the  cans.  There  is,  therefore,  inevitably,  a  large  amount 
of  waste  material,  which,  in  this  case,  is  utilised  for 
the  extraction  of  citric  acid.  The  method  used  is  the 
same  as  that  used  for  the  manufacture  of  the  acid 
from  limes  or  lemons.  As  a  general  rule  only  the  small 
or  imperfect  lemons  are  used  for  the  preparation  of 
acid,  and  the  yield  varies  from  15  lb.  to  50  lb.  per  ton 
of  fruit.  The  crop  as  it  reaches  the  factory  is  dumped 
on  to  inspection  bands  and  passes  under  the  eyes  of 
expert  sorters,  who  remove  the  unsound  and  unripe  or 
undersized  fruit.  These  are  passed  to  a  peeling 
machine,  where  the  peel  is  removed.  The  removal  of 
the  peel  has  a  two-fold  object  :  it  enables  the  lemon  oil 
to  be  extracted  and  marketed,  and  it  gives  a  much 
whiter  quality  of  citric  acid.  The  peeled  fruit  is 
passed  through  a  cutter  and  crusher  where  the  juice  is 
partly  extracted,  a  further  quantity  being  obtained  by 
pressing  and  washing  with  dilute  liquor  from  a  previous 
extraction.  The  combined  yield  of  juice  is  very  thick 
owing  to  the  presence  of  about  ^  per  cent,  of  pectin, 
and  at  this  stage  it  contains  about  4  per  cent,  of  citric 
acid.  Before  it  can  be  worked  up  in  any  way  the 
pectin  must  be  removed,  a  result  which  is  brought  about 
by  fermentation.  The  juice  is  allowed  to  stand  in  large 
wooden  vats  for  from  four  to  ten  days,  according  to  the 
temperature,  during  which  time  the  sugar  and  pectous 
material  are  converted  into  alcohol  by  bacterial  action. 
No  special  precautions  are  taken  to  inoculate  the  juice 
with  a  special  organism,  but  the  presence  of  the  neces- 
sary yeasts  is  ensured  by  the  retention  in  the  vat  of 
a  smsdl  amount  of  liquor  from  a  previous  fermentation. 

The  juice  is  mixed  with  diatomaceons  earth,  to  assist 
filtration,  and  the  whole  boiled  and  filtered.  The  pre- 
paration of  citric  acid  from  this  liquor  is  the  most 
difficult  part  of  the  operations,  since  the  other  organic 
products  present  in  the  juice  readily  lead  to  a  dis- 
coloration of  the  final  product,  tinless  the  course  of  the 
process  is  very  accurately  controlled.  The  underlying 
principle  is  the  precipitation  of  the  acid  in  the  form 


of  calcium  citrate,  which  is  then  decomposed  with  sul- 
phuric acid,  the  citric  acid  being  thereby  liberated.  To 
this  end  the  juice  is  treated  with  just  so  much  milk 
of  lime  as  will  neutralise  90  per  cent,  of  the  citric  acid 
present.  If  the  neutralisation  is  carried  to  completion 
a  certain  amount  of  dark  material  is  precipitated  along 
with  the  calcium  citrate.  The  precipitation  is  carried 
out  at  the  boiling  point,  and  the  calcium  citrate  is 
rapidly  filtered  ofi  through  Monel  metal  presses. 

It  is  curious  to  note  the  various  operations  in  the 
production  of  citric  acid  which  lead  to  the  presence  of 
small  amotmts  of  metallic  impurities  in  the  final  product. 
Thus  the  filtration  through  Monel  metal  presses  (which 
on  other  grounds  are  the  most  suitable  for  the  purpose) 
leads  to  the  occurrence  of  both  copper  and  nickel  in  the 
crude  acid,  whilst  the  crystallisation  and  decomposition 
which  takes  place  in  lead-lined  vessels  leads  almost 
invariably  to  the  presence  of  that  metal  in  the  crude 
product.  Citric  acid  which  appears  on  the  market  at  a  low 
price  is  always  tested  for  the  presence  of  lead,  and  will 
often  be  found  to  contain  more  than  the  B.P.  limit. 

The  decomposition  of  the  calcium  citrate  is  eSected 
by  sulphuric  acid  of  arsenic-free  quality,  and  the  solu- 
tion of  citric  acid  which  is  filtered  from  the  precipitated 
calcium  sulphate  is  concentrated  slowly  by  steam  heat. 
The  use  of  hard  boiling  tends  to  discolour  the  product. 
"When  the  gravity  has  risen  to  1.18  the  concentration  is 
continued  in  vacuum  pans  until  a  gravity  of  1.35  has 
been  attained,  at  which  point  the  solution  is  allowed  to 
cool  and  deposit  crystals  of  citric  acid.  The  citric  acid 
prepared  in  this  way  is  seldom  seen  on  tlie  market. 
It  has  a  pale  honey  colour  and  contains  many  im- 
purities. The  inorganic  impurities  include  calcium  sul- 
phate, which  remains  behind  as  an  almost  insoluble  residue 
in  subsequent  recrystallisation ;  a  little  free  sulphuric 
acid  with  traces  of  lead,  antimony,  copper  and  nickel  from 
the  various  metallic  portions  of  the  plant.  It  is  on  this 
account  that  citric  acid  which  is  to  be  used  for  phar- 
maceutical purposes  must  be  carefully  purified,  and  all 
batches  carefully  tested.  The  copper,  lead  and  antimony 
are  removed  by  the  use  of  a  small  quantity  of  hydrogen 
sulphide,  the  iron  is  removed  by  the  addition  of 
calcium  ferrocyanide,  and  the  resultant  solution  is  again 
allowed  to  crystallise,  and  as  such  forms  the  citric 
acid  of  commerce. 

Citric  Acid  fhom:  oxhee  Sottrces 

The  question  is  often  asked  as  to  whether  citric  acid 
can  be  made  commercially  by  a  synthetic  process  from 
cheap  raw  materials,  and  the  answer  is  that  at  present 
there  is  no  need  to  fear  competition  from  purely  syn- 
thetic methods.  The  synthesis  of  citric  acid  from 
simple  substances  is  a  matter  which  is  veiy  difficult 
to  bring  about  successfully.  To  consider  one  method 
which  has  been  brought  foi-ward,  namely,  the  treatment 
of  acetone  dicarboxylic  ester  with  hydrocyanic  acid,  and 
the  subsequent  hydrolysis  of  the  product  to  form  citric 
acid  : — 
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We  are  immediately  confronted  with  the  difficulty  of 
supplying  an  adequate  quantity  of  the  raw  material  (1). 
The  process  is  a  satisfactory  one,  but  acetone  dicar- 
boxylic ester  can  only  be  made  at  high  cost.  We  may, 
on  the  other  hand,  start  from  acetone  (4) 
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and  convert  it  by  the  action  of  chlorine  into  sym- 
metrical dichloroacetone.    This  will  yield  the  compoand 
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(5)  when  treated  with  hydrocyanic  acid,  and  citric  acid 
could  be  obtained  by  the  boiling  of  the  tricyano-oom- 
pound  with  dilute  alkalies.  The  disadvantages  of  this 
process  lie  in  the  fact  that  the  yields  are  very  poor, 
and  that  the  cost  of  production  is  less  with  the  natural 
product.  Should  any  considerable  improvement  be 
made  in  this  process,  thereby  decreasing  the  cost  of 
production,  it  could  easily  replace  the  natural  citric  acid 
industry.  With  iiegard  to  the  so-called  "  soft  drink  " 
industry,  the  greatest  danger  that  the  citric  acid  in- 
dustry has  to  fear  is  the  replacement  of  citric  acid  in 
these  products  by  malic  acid  (7).    This  interesting  acid 

is  as  equally  pleasant  to  the  taste  as 
CH(OH) .  COOH  citric  acid,  and  has  the  additional  merit 
I  of  being  a  true  fruit  acid.    It  can  be 

prepared^  in  almost  unlimited  quantities  by 
(7)  the  catalytic  oxidation  of  benzene  in  the 

presence  of  a  vanadium  catalyst.  This 
process  gives  a  good  yield  of  maleic  acid  which  can  be 
converted  into  malic  acid  by  comparatively  simple 
chemical  operations.  As  regards  pharmacutical  products, 
it  is  difficult  to  see  how  malic  acid  could  replace  citric 
acid.  In  the  first  place,  it  is  by  no  means  certain  that 
the  gentle  laxative  effect  of  the  alkaline  citrates  is 
shown  by  the  alkaline  malatcs,  whilst  in  addition  malic 
acid  is  strongly  deliquescent,  and  in  this  way  thoroughly 
unsuited  to  the  production  of  effervescent  salines  and 
preparations  of  a  similar  character. 

The  production  of  citric  acid  by  fermentation  pro- 
cesses is  now  an  accomijlished  fact,  and- certain  American 
houses  are  preparing  the  acid  in  bulk  in  this  way.  It 
was  first  pointed  out  by  Wehmer,  in  1891,  that  citric 
acid  was  one  of  the  products  of  the  fermentation  of 
sugars,  and  since  that  time  it  has  been  shown  that  the 
moulds  of  the  Citromyces  group  are  most  active  in  this 
respect,  since  they  do  not  exhibit  the  tendency  of 
other  moulds  to  degrade  the  citric  acid  produced  into 
oxalic  acid.  Growing  in  a  5  per  cent,  solution  of 
sugar  the  citromyces  will  convert  from  25  to  30  per 
cent,  of  the  sugar  to  citric  acid,  which  can  be  readily 
recovered.  Taking  the  lower  figure  of  25  per  cent, 
and  sugar  at  2d.  per  lb.,  this  gives  a  material  cost  of 
8d.  per  lb.,  which  is  in  actual  practice  decreased  by 
the  recovery  of  alcohol  during  the  fermentation.  It 
must,  however,  be  remembered  that  the  conversion  of 
the  sugar  to  citric  acid  is  a  comparatively  slow  process, 
taking  some  weeks  to  arrive  at  completion,  so  that  the 
additional  overhead  costs  of  production  are  heavy. 
There  is  no  doubt,  however,  that  citric  acid  prepared 
in  this  way  differs  in  no  way  from  the  natural  acid, 
and  that  the  natural  citric  acid  industry  will  find  its 
fennentation  rival  a  very  serious  competitor.

The 
manager  of  the  drug  business  has  joined  Mr.  Bredt,  and 
as  the  latter  (for  many  years  a  partner  and  director  of 
Widenmann  Broicher  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  established  in  London 
1846,  liquidated  in  1918)  is  liimself  thoroughly  versed  in 
the  drug  and  allied  trades,  the  arrangement  guarantees 
the  smooth  and  satisfactory  continuance  of  this  branch 
of  business  by  the  successor. 


Buying 

Right  buying  is  one  of  the  first  considerations  in  any 
business  if  good  profits  are  to  be  secured.  This  prin- 
ciple is  recognised  in  the  big  stores,  and  the  buyer's 
position  in  the  West  End  is  an  important  one.  Even  in 
a  comparatively  small  business,  careful  buying  may  make 
all  the  difference  between  good  profits  and  a  mere  com- 
petence. From  the  want-book  the  trader  will  obtain 
information  as  to  goods  of  which  stocks  are  running 
low  or  those  which  are  specially  ordered,  but  little  new 
business  is  likely  to  be  introduced  through  the  book. 
There  is,  however,  one  suggestion  that  may  be  made. 
The  chance  order  of  a  customer  may  introduce  to  us 
new  and  profitable  lines.  It  is  worth  while  watching 
these,  and  if  the  article  specially  ordered  seems  saleable, 
a  quarter  of  a  dozen  placed  on  the  counter  may  prove 
an  attractive  investment  and  will  serve  to  show  whether 
the  line  is  worth  repeating. 

Travellers  calling  at  the  shop  may  bring  new  lines  to 
our  notice,  or  may  assist  our  buying  by  suggestions  as 
to  quantities  or  assortment.  A  little  time  spent  in  inter- 
viewing the  representative  of  a  house  of  good  standing 
may  lead  to  the  introduction  of  much  extra  business. 
In  my  younger  days,  part  of  which  were  spent  in  a 
provincial  business,  it  was  the  practice  of  some  of  the 
well-known  travellers  to  put  up  at  a  hotel  for  a  day  or 
two,  and  there  hold  a  reception,  where  all  the  newer 
goods  were  displayed  to  the  chemists  of  the  neighbour- 
hood in  turn.  The  demonstration  at  the  trader's  own 
place  of  business  has  probably  taken  the  place  of  this 
old  practice.  A  variant  is  the  exhibition,  at  which 
salesmen  or  agents  are  prepared  to  give  full  information. 
This  method  of  introducing  new  business  has  its  value, 
though  it  is  to  a  great  extent  limited  in  its  appeal  to 
those  who  visit  the  display. 

Personally,  I  am  inclined  to  count  the  advertisement 
as  the  most  fruitful  source  of  new  business.  It  is  to  be 
assumed  that  the  enterprising  trader  will  take  the 
trouble  to  read  at  his  leisure  an  advantageous  offer  made 
by  a  manufacturer.  The  advertisement  pages  of  a  trade 
journal  may  prove  a  gold  mine  to  the  trader  with  wit 
enough  to  take  advantage  of  the  best  offers,  with  the 
foresight  to  buy  at  the  right  time  and  the  judgment  to 
select  the  goods  most  suitable  for  his  own  particular 
business.  Trading  is  a  diflScult  business  nowadays,  and 
it  takes  a  keen  buyer  to  make  a  real  success  of  it;  but, 
in  my  opinion,  the  man  who  makes  no  use  of  the  adver- 
tisement pages  of  such  a  journal  as  the  C.  <fc  D.,  and 
particularly  of  the  Special  Issues,  neglects  one  of  the 
finest  means  of  increasing  his  profits  which  are  presented 
to  him  --Enterprise  (20/3). 


Indian  Ephedra 

The  Progress  Report  of  Forest  Research  Work  in  India 
for  the  year  1927-28  states  that  during  recent  years 
ephedrine,  an  alkaloid  present  in  several  species  of 
ephedra  (Gnetacea?)  has  been  increasingly  used  in  medi- 
cine, and  the  demand  for  ephedra  has  increased.  _  Owing 
to  the  disturbed  conditions  prevailing  in  China,  interest 
is  now  being  taken  in  its  supply  from  India.  In  response 
to  an  inquiry  from  the  Wellcome  ResearcTr  Laboratories, 
England,  samples  of  Ephedra  intermedia  were  sent  by 
the  Conservator  of  Forests,  Utilisation  Circle.  Kashmir, 
both  to  England  and  to  this  laboratory  (through  the 
Officer  in  Charge,  Minor  Forest  Products  Section)  for 
analysis.  These  were  collected  from  Ladakh  during  the 
period  August.  1927,  to  January,  1928.  All  the  samples 
were  found  to  contain  less  than  0.1  per  cent,  of 
ephedrine.  Another  sample  of  Ephedra  intermedia  col- 
lected from  Lahoul  was  also  found  to  be  equally  poor 
in  ephedrine  content.  Thus  it  appears  that  EjjJiedra 
intermedia  contains  very  little  ephedrine  and  is  not  of 
much  commercial  value.  On  the  other  hand  a  sample 
of  Ephedra  Gerardiana  (vulgaris),  which  is  said  to  have 
been  collected  from  India,  was  found  to  contain  as  nuich 
as  0.46  per  cent,  of  ephedrine.  Work  is  being  carried 
in  this  connection  and  samples  of  ephedra  are  being  col- 
lected from  various  parts  of  India. 
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Book-Keeping  for  Chemists 

By  S.  Howard  Withey,  F.C.I. ,  etc. 

V. — Stocktaking  and  the  Stock  Records 

At  the  termination  of  the  chemist's  financial  year,  and 
at  any  other  time  wlien  it  is  desired  to  draw  up  a 
balance  sheet  exhibiting  a  true  and  correct  view  of  the 
state  of  affairs,  it  will  be  necessary  to  'undertake  .the 
task  of  taking  stock  of  all  drugs,  patents,  toilets,  fancy 
goods,  materials,  etc.,  on  hand  ;  and  for  the  purpose  of 
relieving  the  monotony  of  the  operations  and  also  to 
ensure  accuracy  in  the  final  figures  a  suitable  system 
of  stocktaking  should  be  instituted.  It  is  not  necessary 
to  record  the  details  in  a  book  :  it  is  better  to  use  the 
C.  (t-  D.  Stocktaking  Sheets.  At  the  head  of  each  sheet 
should  be  written  the  name  of  each  .shop,  warehouse 
or  store,  and  it  is  a  good  practice  to  apportion  the 
work  by  arranging  for  one  assistant  to  call  out  the 
quantities  and  descriptions  of  the  goods  in  each  shop, 
etc.,  and  another  assistant  to  write  them  on  the  sheets. 
Upon  no  consideration  should  selling  prices  be  shown 
on  the  sheets.  The  basis  nuist  be  the  cost  price, 
although  it  should  not  be  forgotten  that  if  the  current 
market  price  has  dropped  below  actual  cost  price,  the 
particular  goods  should  be  priced  out  at  the  prevailing 
manufacturing  or  wholesale  price  level. 

Too  much  care  cannot  be  exercised  to  guarantee  that 
the  final  stock  figures  are  correct.  In  this  connection 
the  chemist  should  see  that  no  items  of  the  following 
nature  are  recorded  on  the  stock  sheets  : — ■ 

(1)  Any  assets  such  as  tablet-compre&siiig  machines,  stills 
or  machines  of  any  kind  the  value  of  which  has  been  debited 
to  a  separate  account  opened  in  the  chemiet's  private  or 
limijersonal  ledger.  The  result  of  taking  into  stock  any  of 
these  assets  would  be  tO'  increase  artificially  tlie  balance  of 
'profit  .s.hown  in  the  final  'aceounits. 

(2;  Any  goods  or  articles  which  have  been  sold  by  the 
chemist  during  the  period  under  review,  and  recorded  dn 
the  day-book  as  such,  but  w'hich  for  any  reason  axe  etill  on 
the  premi^ffs  at  the  time  of  stocktaking.  AM  drugs,  patents, 
etc.,  purchased  by  the  chemist  must  be  accounted  for  either 
as  sales  or  as  stock,  but  no  items  can  be  treated  as  both 
sales  and  stock  without  inflating  the  profit  and  the  assets 
side  of  the  balance  sheet. 

(3)  Any  goods  which  have  been  received  on  approval,  or 
fo!"  sale  on  a  commission  basis,  the  cost  price  of  which  has 
not  passed  through  the  chemist's  purcliases  book  during  the 
accoimting  period.  To  take  inito  stock  .anything  which  has 
not  been  recorded  among  the  trade  ipurchases  would  cause 
inaccuracies  in  the  final  aceounits. 

Details  of  Peicing 

Goods  or  articles  of  any  kind  which  are  damaged  or 
shop-soiled  or  which  Jiave  become  old-fashioned  or  in 
any  way  non-effective  should  be  priced  out  on  the  sheets 
at  their  estimated  value  at  the  time  of  stocktaking,  or 
at  cost  price,  whichever  is  the  lower.  It  is  always  safer 
to  exclude  old  and  probably  unsaleable  stock.  Unless 
the  business  is  a  very  large  one,  the  chemist  should 
personally  price  out  the  items  enumerated  on  the  sheets. 
If  an  assistant  has  been  detailed  to  take  charge  of  the 
ordering  and  the  buying,  the  extensions  can  usually  be 
safely  left  in  his  or  her  hands,  although  all  calculations 
and  additions  should  be  checked  by  persons  who  have 
taken  no  active  part  in  the  stocktaking  operations.  To 
cover  discounts  allowed  by  suppliers  and  creditors  off 
the  invoiced  prices  of  specific  items,  a  sufficient  per- 
centage deduction  from  the  gross  value  of  the  stock 
could  be  made.  Each  person  engaged  in  the  work  should 
sign  for  the  pai'ticular  duties  performed,  the  sheets  as 
a  whole  being  signed  by  the  chemist,  the  partners,  or 
the  directors,  as  the  case  may  be,  or  in  some  instances 
by  the  manager.  In  particular,  the  total  value  of  the 
stock  will  have  to  be  certified,  and  a  good  form  of 
certificate  is  as  under  : —

Where  detailed  certificates  are  necessary,  these  should 
be  shown  directly  above  the  chemist's  or  managerial 
certificate,  and  should  be  worded  as  indicated  below  : —

If  the  chemist  desires  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  gross 
profit  made  during  the  year  under  two  or  more  headings, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  analyse  the  stock  under  those 
particular  headings  in  order  that  each  separate  total  may 
be  recorded  on  the  credit  side  of  its  respective  goods  or 
trading  account.  For  example,  to  find  the  gross  profit 
made  on  drugs  and  toilet  requisites,  a  separate  drugs 
account  and  a  separate  toilet-requisites  account  should 
be  kept,  and  the  total  value  of  the  stock  under  these  two 
headings  found  by  classifying  the  items  enumerated  on 
the  stock  of  drugs  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the 
debit  side  of  the  drags  account  would  be  the  value  of 
the  stock  of  drugs  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  followed  by  the  total  cost  of  the  drug  purchases 
during  the  year,  as  detailed  in  the  purchases  book,  and 
after  deducting  the  value  of  all  returns  outwards,  and 
allowances  made  in  lieu  thereof.  On  the  credit  side  of 
the  drugs  account  would  be  shown  the  total  of  the  drug 
sales  during  the  year,  after  deducting  all  returns  in- 
wards and  allowances  made  by  the  chemist  and  the  total 
value  of  the  stock  of  drugs  at  the  close  of  the  period. 
When  these  amounts  have  been  transferred  to  the  account, 
the  amount  by  which  the  total  of  the  credit  entries 
exceeds  the  total  of  the  debit  entries  will  represent  the 
gross  profit  made  by  the  chemist  during  the  year,  which 
amount  would  be  transferred  direct  to  the  credit  side 
of  the  periodical  profit-and-loss  account.  The  toilet 
requisites  account  would  be  kept  in  the  same  manner. 

Theory  and  Practice 
From  the  strict  accountancy  view-point,  a  trading 
account  should  show,  on  the  debit  side,  the  value  of  the 
opening  stock,  the  net  purchases,  carriage  paid  on  drugs, 
etc.,  inwards,  direct  and  productive  wages,  the  rent  of 
the  shop,  and  the  salary  of  the  assistant  engaged  in  the 
particular  department,  and  on  the  credit  side  the  net 
sales  and  the  closing  stock.  In  practice,  however,  it  is 
usually  found  more  convenient  to  limit  the  trading 
account  items  to  stock,  purchases,  and  sales,  and  to  show 
all  other  items  in  the  periodical  profit-and-loss  account 
prepared  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  net  profit 
or  net  loss. 

Many  chemists  deem  it  unnecessary  to  ascertain  the 
gross  profit  made  under  the  different  headings,  being 
quite  content  to  know  that  the  business  as  a  whole  is 
returning  an  adequate  margin.  Where  this  is  so,  the 
total  value  of  the  stock  can  be  recorded  on  the  debit 
side  of  one  stock  account  kept  in  the  private  ledger,  the 
amount  being  credited  to  the  trading  or  profit-and-loss 
account.  To  give  an  example,  we  will  suppose  that  the 
total  value  of  the  chemist's  stock  on  December  31,  1928, 
was  £650  10s.  5d.  This  amount  would  be  recorded  on 
the  debit  side  of  the  stock  account,  and  the  amount 
transferred  direct  to  the  credit  side  of  the  trading 
account  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1928.  When 
preparing  the  final  accounts  for  the  following  year,  the 
stock  on  December  31,  1928,  would  be  tiansferred  from 
the  stock  account  to  the  debit  side  of  the  current  trading 
account,  and  the  new  stock  figure  recorded  on  the  debit 
side  of  the  stock  account.  In  order  to  balance  the  books 
at  stocktaking  time,  a  trial  balance  consisting  of  all  the 
debit  and  all  the  credit  balances  in  the  chemist's  set 
of  books  will  have  to  be  prepared.  One  of  these  balances 
will  be  the  balance  of  the  stock  account;  but  instead  of 
showing  the  value  of  the  stock  at  the  end  of  the  period, 
the  value  of  the  stock  at  the  beginning  should  be  shown 
in  the  trial  balance  as  a  debit  item.  The  reason  for  this 
is  that  the  closing  stock  figure  is  really  in  the  nature 
of  an  adjustment  entry  brought  into  the  accounts  after 
the  books  have  been  balanced  for  the  special  purpose  of 
ascertaining  the  balance  of  profit  or  loss.

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Observations  and  Reflections

Parliament 

will  be  elected  by  the  time  the  issue  for  which 
I  am  writing  this  appears,  and  we  shall  know  whether 
pharmacy  is  to  be  more  or  less  directly  represented  in 
the  House  of  Commons  during  the  next  few  months 
or  years.  If  one  of  the  political  parties  obtains  a 
considerable  majority  the  life  of  the  Parliament  will 
naturally  tend  to  last  much  longer  than  would  other- 
wise be  the  case,  and  any  pharmi>cist  who  manages  to 
secure  election  will  enjoy  the  prospect  of  holding  his 
seat  long  enough  to  be  of  real  service  to  the  craft.  But 
it  remains  to  be  seen  whether  any  pharmacist  secures 
election.  None  of  the  seven  stalwarts  who  hope  to 
render  service  to  pharmacy  through  the  medium  of  the 
political  machine  has  a  particularly  easy  task  as  a  can- 
didate, and  the  winning  of  any  of  the  seven  seats  by  a 
pharmacist  will  be  a  distinct  triumph.  Whatever 
happens,  I  hope  there  will  be  more  members  of  the  new 
Parliament  prepared  to  oppose  the  growth  of  bureau- 
cratic power,  as  miinifested  through  legislation  by  refer- 
ence. Otherwise  our  interests  will  be  worse  safeguarded 
than  ever. 

Percentages 

in  prescriptions  are  frequently  the  cause  of  doubt, 
for  the  simple  reason  that  doctors'  views  on  the  sub- 
ject of  percentage  are  apt  to  be  somewhat  hazy.  It 
is  probably  of  extreme  rarity  to  find  that  a  true  per- 
centage by  weight  is  intended  in  any  particular  case. 
As  likely  as  not,  the  prescriber  is  one  who  thinks  that 
grains  and  minims  represent  much  the  same  thing, 
relying  upon  the  fact  that  there  are  480  of  each  in 
an  apothecaries'  ounce  and  60  of  each  in  a  drachm. 
The  modern  custom  is  to  consider  that  weight 
ill  volume  is  intended.  In  the  case  of  the 
glycerin  solution  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the 
prescriber  wishes  his  patient  to  have  a  1  in 
5  dilution,  and  I  should  not  hesitate  to  mix  96  minims 
of  glycerin  with  sufficient  water  to  produce  one  fluid 
ounce.  Any  idea  of  taking  specific  gravities  of  solvents 
into  account  in  ordinary  dispensing,  with  a  view  to 
preparing  true  percentages  by  weight,  may  be  regarded 
as  far  remote  from  the  prescriber's  intention.  There 
is,  of  course,_  the  question  of  possible  test  prescriptions 
to  be  taken  into  consideration ;  should  a  case  of  such  a 
prescription  ever  come  into  court  there  would  be  a  won- 
derful opportunity  for  arguments  by  experts. 

Recent  Litigation 

(C.  &  D.,  May  25,  p.  624)  is  full  of 
interest,  not  only  because  it  seems  likely  to  settle  a 
long-standing  controversy,  but  also  because  it  makes  clear 
a  point  of  no  little  importance  to  people  in  possession 
of  valuable  information.  It  is  almost  inevitable  for 
trade  secrets  regarding  formulas  and  methods  of  manu- 
factui?e  to  become  known  to  others  than  the  actual  pro- 
prietors of  preparations  for  which  there  is  a  profitable 
demand.  Employees  and  agents  may  know  as  well  how 
to  make  such  a,  preparation  as  those  in  whose  employ- 
ment they  have  gained  the  information.  But  they  may 
not  use  this  information  as  they  think  fit,  to  derive 
profit  from  it  at  the  expense  of  the  original  proprietors. 
The  law  protects  legitimate  interests  of  manufacturers, 
and  the  leakage  of  information  through  breach  of  con- 
fidence is  thus  rendered  much  less  harmful  than  timid 
owners  of  trade  secrets  might  imagine.  It  is  one  thing 
to  know  what  a  certain  preparation  contains  and  how 
It  IS  made,  but  quite  another  thing  to  be  able  to  make 
and  sell  the  preparation  in  place  of  the  original. 

Disallowance 

of  saccharin,  as  not  being  a  drug,  was  sug- 
gested at  a  recent  meeting  of  t?i'e  Blackburn  Insurance 
Committee  (0.  <&  D.,  May  25,  p.  635).  It  was  stated 
that  the  local  Panel  Committee  thought  saccharin  in 
the  form  of  tablets  should  form  a  proper  charge  on 
the_  drug  fund,  because  it  was  required  for  a  diabetic 
patient.  Assuming  that  the  disallowance  is  maintained 
the  bar  can  presumably  only  apply  when  the  sacchai-in 


is  ordered  alone.  If  saccharin  is  ordered  as  a  sweetening 
agent  in  a  mixture,  it  must  surely  be  allowed  for,  just 
as  in  the  case  of  sugar  or  anything  else  that  is  not 
strictly  a  drug,  but  simply  an  ingredient.  Otherwise, 
flavouring  agents  would  always  be  disallowed  as  a  matter 
of  course. 

The  Centenary 

of  the  death  of  Sir  Humphry  Davy,  at  the 
comparatively  early  age  of  fifty-one,  occurred  on  May  28. 
As  the  first  to  isolate  sodium  and  potassium,  to  recog- 
nise the  elementary  character  of  chlorine,  and  as  the 
inventor  of  the  original  safety  lamp  for  miners,  he  is 
secure  in  the  memories  of  chemists  of  every  variety.  It 
cannot  be  said  that  pharmacists  have  much  reason  to 
regard  him  as  being  closely  connected  with  their  profes- 
sion. At  the  same  time  it  is  of  significance  that  his  career 
did  take  its  direction  from  his  experiences  as  an  inden- 
tured apprentice  to  a  surgeon-apothecary,  John  Bingham 
Borlase,  of  Penzance.  He  was  released  from  this  en- 
gagement in  his  twentieth  year  to  fill  a  position  of  a 
most  unusual  kind,  for  which  he  was  recommended  by 
Mr.  Davies  Gilbert.  During  the  last  thirty  years  of 
the  eighteenth  century,  the  newly  discovered  gases  en- 
gaged the  almost  exclusive  attention  of  the  men  who 
had  so  recently  made  their  acquaintance.  Prominent 
among  those  who  thought  that  something  valu- 
able might  result  from  research  on  such  lines  were  Josiah 
Wedgwood,  Gregory  Watt  and  Dr.  Thomas  Beddoes, 
who  was  at  one  time  reader  in  chemistry  at  Oxford. 
About  1793,  or  shortly  afterwards,  Beddoes,  at  that 
time  established  as  a  physician  in  Bristol,  decided  to 
undertake  a  scheme  for  testing  the  value  of  the  gases 
and  mixture  of  gases  in  the  treatment  of  diseases.  With 
the  assistance  of  Wedgwood  and  Watt  this  project  took 
the  shape  of  a  "  Pneumatic  Institution  "  at  Clifton, 
Bristol,  in  1798.  For  the  management  and  direction  of 
this  establishment  Beddoes  required  a  suitable  person. 
Gregory  Watt  and  Davies  Gilbert,  both  of  whom  were 
aware  of  the  experimental  exploits  of  the  youthful 
Davy,  recommended  him  as  the  superintendent  of  the 
new  institution.  The  post  was  offered  to,  and  accepted 
by,  him  upon  terms  which  were  referred  to  as  "a 
genteel  maintenance." 

There  was  Nothing 

casual  or  adventitious  in  Davy's  asso- 
ciation with  nitrous  oxide  and  its  anaesthetic  properties, 
as  might  appear  from  the  references  made  to  it  in 
chemical  literature.  His  joyous  anticipations  when  he 
set  out  from  Penzance  for  Bristol  were  fulfilled  in  a 
remarkable  degree.  We  are  told  "  he  was  in  the 
highest  spirits  and  in  that  frame  of  mind  in  which  a 
man  of  ardent  imagination  identifies  every  successful 
occurrence  with  his  fortunes."  It  was  in  this  frame 
of  mind  that  he  lived  throughout  a  brilliantly  successful 
life.  Davy  spent  only  one  year  at  Clifton  with  Beddoes, 
but  in  it  he  produced  a  book  which  laid  the  foundation 
of  his  reputation  as  a  chemist  and  obtained  for  him, 
upon  the  invitation  of  Count  Rumford,  the  appointment 
as  assistant  lecturer  in  chemistry  and  director  of  the 
laboratory  at  the  newly  established  Royal  Institution. 
This  volume  was  entitled  "  Researches,  Chemical  and 
Philosophical,  chiefly  concerning  Nitrous  Oxide  or 
Dephlogisticated  Nitrous  Air  and  its  Respiration  " 
(1800).  It  consists  of  upwards  of  550  pages  containing 
the  records  of  experimental  work  carried  out  with  an 
enthusiasm  which  permitted  of  no  distractions.  The 
continuous  activity  of  the  year  as  revealed  in  it  is  a 
foretaste  of  its  author's  astonishing  energy  and  acute 
imagination.  Davy's  courage  was  also  remarkable,  and 
at  least  equal  to  his  industry.  One  of  his  most  daring 
experiments  when  testing  the  physiological  effects  of 
nitrous  oxide  upon  himself  consisted  in  his  being  enclosed 
in  an  "  air-tight  breathing  box,"  armed  with  a  ther- 
mometer and  stop-watch  for  taking  records  of  his' 
temperature  and  pulse  rate.  He  has  given  a  careful 
description  of  his  sensations  and  thoughts,  from  which 
it  is  clear  he  knew  that  on  not  a  few  occasions  he  ran 
the  most  serious  risk  of  fatal  consequences.  It  is  not 
often  that  purpose,  woi'k  and  achievement  produce  so 
complete-  a  picture  of  success  as  in  the  life  of  Sir 
Humphry  Davy.

A  Study  of  Variety  in  Work 

The  Industrial  Fatigue  Research  Board  has  issued,  under 
the  title  "  The  Comparative  Effects  of  Variety  and 
Uniformity  in  Work,"  its  fifty-second  report  (Stationery 
Office,  Is.  3d.),  the  joint  work  of  Messrs.  S.  Wyatt, 
M.Sc.,  and  J.  A.  Fraser,  M.A.,  assisted  by  Mr.  F.  G.  L. 
Stock.  The  investigation  forming  the  subject-matter  of 
the  report  was  suggested  by  an  earlier  one  conducted  by 
Dr.  H.  M.  Vernon  and  Mr.  S.  Wyatt  (C.  <£•  D.,  1924,  I, 
598),  who  i^und  "  that  whereas,  in  the  laboratory, 
work  spells  in  which  the  same  activity  was  maintained 
throughout  were  inferior  both  in  quantity  and  quality  of 
output  to  those  in  which  changes  of  activity  were  intro- 
duced, in  the  factory,  the  highest  output,  measured  by 
earnings,  occurred  on  days  of  uniform  activity,  though 
there  were  indications  that  no  diminution  need  neces- 
sarily result  from  occasional,  as  distinct  from  frequent, 
changes  in  the  type  of  work."  Tlie  inconclusiveness  of 
such  a  finding  suggested  investigation  on  a  more 
extended  scale.  The  preliminary  studies  of  the  authors 
of  the  present  report  were  concerned  with  soap  wrapping, 
the  folding  of  handkerchiefs,  and  an  operation  in  the 
manufacture  of  bicycle  chains  known  as  "  drifting." 
The  process  of  vn-apping  soap  is  thus  described : — 

The  g-irls  first  went  to  the  stores,  for  wrappere  and  144 
tablets  of  soap ;  72  of  these  tablets  were  then  wrapped  in 
waxed  paper  and  ■afterwards  in  an  outer  wrapper.  The 


ends  of  the  latter  were  next  gummed  and  labelled  and  the 
completed  tablets  packed  into  small  cardboard  boxes  (3 
tablets  in  each  box).  Up  to  this  point  the  worker  was 
seated  while  wrapping  and  packing,  but  she  now  stood  at 
thi',  bench  and  wrapped  the  filled  boxes  in  brown  paper 
(4  boxes  to  each  package),  sealed  and  labelled  the  ends, 
■and  placed  them  in  a  wooden  case.  The  remaining  72 
tablets  were  then  treated  in  a  similar  manner,  and  the 
wooden  case  carried  to  a  conveyor  some  distance  away. 
The  operation  was  thus  very  varied  bolth  as  regards  activity 
aaiid  posture,  but  subsequently  the  girls  were  moved  to  a 
benoli  where  the  soap  wae  supplied  by  a  conveyor  and  only 
itho  processes  of  wrapping  and  packing  in.to  cardboard  boxes 
were  performed.  ^ 

Observation  made  on  six  girls  over  a  period  yielded 
figures  which  may  be  studied  in  detail  by  those  chiefly 
concerned.  The  figures  may  be  summarised  by  explaining 
that  the  average  hourly  output  ranged  from  194.2  to  246 
packings  in  a  uniform  process,  and  from  185.7  to  240.9 
■packings  in  a  varied  process.  The  average  rate  of 
working  in"  the  former  conditions  was  3.2  per  cent, 
quicker  than  that  noted  in  the  latter,  and  varied  from 
0.5  to  6.2  per  cent,  in  the  cases  of  the  different  opera- 
tives. A  series  of  curves  occupying  a  page  of  the  report 
shows  fluctuations  in  the  rate  of  working  throughout  the 
day.  The  folders  of  handkerchiefs  showed  only  slight 
differences  between  results  obtained  with  a  uniform 
process  and  with  a  varied  process ;  and  the  bicycle-chain 
workers  showed  rather  better  results  with  the  varied 
process  than  with  the  other.  The  next  step  of  the 
investigators  was  to  experiment  as  to  the  optimum 
duration  of  unvaried  activity.  The  occupations  selected 
were  tobacco-weighing,  cigarette-making  and  assembling 
cartridge-cases.  The  authors  sum  up  their  conclusions 
in  the  following  terms  : — 

The  resultfi  of  the  investigations  considered  dn  this  report 
indiioate  that,  in  the  case  of  light  repetitive  work — 

(1)  Uniformity  in  the  method  of  procedure  is  generally 
less  produc'tive  and  conducive  to  greater  irregularities  in 
the  rate  of  working  than  are  varied  forms  of  work. 

(2)  The  highcsit  output  is  obtained  when  the  form  of 
activity  is  changed  after  l-j-  or  2  hours  of  unvaried  work. 

(3)  Many  changes  are  detrimential  to  output  because  of 
their  interference  with  the  swing  of  work. 

In  addition,  there  is  a  centain  amount  of  evidence  to 
show  that 

(4)  In  repeititive  work  of  a  fatiguing  nature,  changes  in 
the  form  of  .activity  should  be  reJaitively  more  frequent. 

(5)  A  high  degree  of  resemblance  between  the  alternating 
forms  of  activity,  although  subjectively  satisfying,  is  not 
conducive  to  increased  output. 

On  an  earlier  page  of  the  report  the  remark  in  para- 
graph three  of  this  summary  is  amplified  in  the  state- 
ment :  "  The  longest  time  devoted  to  any  single  con- 
tinuous operation  under  the  varied  conditions  of  work 
was  never  greater  than  fifteen  minutes,  while  in  many 
cases  only  a  few  seconds  elapsed  before  a  change 
occurred.  Under  such  conditions  the  swing  of  work  was 
frequently  interrupted,  and  the  maximum  rate  of  work- 
ing seldom  attained."  This  careful  investigation  takes 
matters  somewhat  further  than  the  report  of  five  years 
ago,  particularly  in  respect  of  the  duration  reconmiended 
for  unbroken  working.  It  is  probable  that  numerous 
experiments  will  be  needed  before  this  finding  can  be 
affirmed  with  entire  confidence.  All  investigation  of  tliis 
kind,  once  it  leaves  the  terrain  of  broad  survey,  becomes 
involved  in  a  multiplicity  of  small  and  sometimes  con- 
flicting facts ;  and  it  is  not  until  a  sufficiency  of  such 
facts  has  been  accumulated  that  the  possibility  of  formu- 
lating safe  generalisations  emerges. 

Still  Cheaper  Sugar 

Deviimpments  in  the  world  situation  in  sugar  have  been 
again  a  matter  of  intense  interest  lately  in  view  of  the 
new  low  prices  recorded  down  to  8s.  5^.  per  cwt.  for 
raw  Cuban  sugar,  c.i.f.  United  Kingdom  or  Continental 
ports  for  early  shipment.  This  is  almost  another  Is.  per 
cwt.  decline,  compared  with  the  lowest  terms  accepted 
aljout  mid-March  last.      At  one  period  there  was  an 
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impression  that  after  the  peak  of  production  in  Cuba  had 
been  reached,  keen  selling  competition  from  that  country 
in  foreign  markets  outside  the  United  States  would  show 
some  abatement,  inasmuch  as  a  certain  part  of  the  sur- 
plus was  being  marketed  through  a  "  pool  "  formed  under 
American  financial  assistance.  This  has  had,  however, 
practically  no  effect  on  the  attitude  of  Cuban  sellers,  who 
have  been  meeting  the  demand  readily  with  successive 
gradual  concessions  to  figures  which  had  not  been  antici- 
pated, considering  the  further  substantial  growth  of 
world's  consumption,  in  which  this  country  would  seem  to 
have  played  a  most  important  part,  as  apparent  from  the 
official  returns  referred  to  later  in  this  article.  The  Cuban 
harvest  is  now  almost  completed  and  has  been  extended 
over  a  longer  period  than  had  been  expected,  while  the 
estimated  yield  of  5,150,000  tons  closely  corresponds  to 
the  highest  forecast  circulated  some  time  ago.  As  com- 
pared with  the  previous  season's  yield  of  about  4,000,000 
tons,  which  was  under  the  Government  restriction,  there 
has  been  an  increase  of  1,150,000  tons,  but  the  fact  has 
to  be  noted  that  the  shipments  from  Cuba  this  year,  so 
far,  have  been  much  larger  than  in  the  same  period  last 
year,  and  the  stocks  in  existence  at  the  ports  there  are 
about  200,000  tons  less  than  a  year  ago.  The  total  quan- 
tities of  Ouhan  sugar  received  in  this  country  alone  in 
the  first  four  months  of  this  year  were  140,834  tons, 
against  an  aggregate  from  otlier  foreign  sources  of  raw 
sugar  of  409,554  tons.  Contributions  of  preferential  sugars 
have  materially  increased  this  year,  representing  nearly 
75  per  cent,  of  the  returns  of  all  foreign  raw  sugar  given 
above ;  and  total  United  Kingdom  imports  of  raw  sugar 
for  January- April  amounted  to  709,533  tons,.,  against 
539.562  tons,  the  corresponding  figures  for  last  year.  The 
Budget  enactment  of  last  year  has  certainly  revolutionised 
the  home  refined  industry  as  demonstrated  hy  the  follow- 
ing figures  : —

It  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been  a  slump  in  our 
imports  of  refined  sugar  over  the  four  months'  period  of 
over  94,000  tons  in  contrast  to  a  huge  increase  in  raw 
sugar  imports,  and  the  net  increase  between  the  two 
amounts  to  75,674  tons.  The  most  striking  item  shown 
above  is  admittedly  the  heavy  increase  in  home  consump- 
tion of  over  162,000  tons,  which  is  an  illustration  how  the 
latter  has  been  stimulated  by  low  prices  in  spite  of  the 
hand-to-mouth  demand  still  strictly  adhered  to  by  trade 
distributors  under  the  inherent  market  weakness.  Given 
an  adjustment  in  retail  rates  over  the  counter,  which 
certainly  seems  overdue,  there  is  no  doubt  that  deliveries 
into  consumption  are  capable  of  another  notable  expan- 
sion. The  merchant  trade  has  been  hit  very  severely  by 
the  persistent  depression,  and  speculators  on  the  whole 
have  probably  incurred  severe  losses  thereby.  British 
refiners,  however,  and  also  several  of  the  home  factories, 
which  were  originally  destined  to  handle  home-grown 
beets,  have  had  a  golden  opportunity  of  extending  their 
operations  by  running  their  plants  on  imported  raw  sugar, 
and  thus  take  care  of  the  whole  of  the  British  consuming 
trade.  These  manufacturing  interests,  indeed,  have  a  great 
advantage  in  being  able  to  secure  all  the  raw  imported 
sugar  they  want  at  very  low  terms  which  are  distinctly 
unremunerative  to  producers.  It  will  probably  be  found 
that  before  the  end  of  the  cun'ent  season  the  gap  between 


supply  and  demand  has  been  appreciably  lessened,  but 
for  the  present  it  is  as  yet  impossible  to  visualise  to  what 
extent,  if  at  all,  the  position  of  world's  producers  might 
possibly  be  redeemed  in  the  next  season.  On  March  16 
last  (C.  <£•  Z).,  pp.  331-32)  wo  referred  to  the  Economic 
Committee  of  the  League  of  Nations,  which  was  called 
upon  to  study  means  for  eventual  action  being  taken  for 
the  solution  of  the  sugar  problem,  and  stated  that  a 
delegation  had  been  appointed  to  consult  with  experts 
from  producing  and  consuming  countries.  Reports  of  these 
experts  made  up  to  mid-April  have  been  issued  recently, 
and  indicated  that  production  was  still  excessive,  and  that 
the  accumulation  of  stocks  will  probably  continue  during 
the  next  campaign,  so  that  there  is  not  much  hope  of 
equilibrium  being  restored  for  some  time.  Mr.  F.  0.  Licht, 
one  of  the  experts,  has  expressed  the  opinion  that  while 
on  an  average  100  per  cent,  more  cane  than  beet  sugar  is 
produced  per  unit  of  area,  and  though  it  is  unlikely  that 
any  beet  sugar  producing  country  could  compete  with  cane 
sugar  on  the  free  world  market,  the  majority  of  European 
countries,  for  various  economic  reasons,  protect  their  beet 
industry,  even  at  the  cost  of  burdening  the  consumer  with 
prices  considerably  in  excess  of  those  ruling  in  the  world's 
market.  Artificial  regulation  of  production  and  export,  it 
is  suggested,  cannot  provide  a  lasting  remedy,  and  accord- 
ingly the  appointment  of  an  international  committee  is 
urged  for  encouraging  consumption.  Two  of  the  experts 
have  e.xpressed  the  view  that  a  reduction  of  the  sugar 
taxes,  which  in  some  countries  are  unduly  high,  would 
help  in  bringing  about  a  higher  rate  of  consumption,  while 
research  work,  if  attempted,  may  result  in  the  discovery 
of  new  possibilities  for  the  use  of  sugar  and  by-products  of 
the  industry.  Based  on  this  .season  s  Cuban  crop  already 
given,  the  total  world's  production  may, be  placed  at  about 
^,800,000  tons,  against  25,350,000  tons  for  the  previous 
season,  or  an  increase  of  close  on  1,500,000  tons. 

Park  Lane 

We  received  on  May  28  a  letter  demurring  to  the  caption 
"  The  First  Shop  in  Park  Lane,"  which  appeared  in  our 
issue  of  April  27.  We  quote  textually : — "Some  years 
ago  there  were  five  or  six  shops  in  the  lower  part  of 
Park  Lane,  from  Nos.  2  to  9.  They  included  a  coach- 
builder's,  a  saddler's,  a  whipshop,  a  dealer  in  horses, 
and  also  the  otfices  of  our  firm,  where  the  proprietary 
article  '  Stevens'  Ointment  for  Horses  '  was  manufac- 
tured." We  should  be  glad  to  agree  with  our  corre- 
spondents, were  it  possible ;  the  ultra-fashionable  Curzon 
Street  has  long  had  at  least  two  shops  (one  of  which  is 
a  pharmacy),  so  why  not  Park  Lane?  But  the  list  of 
"  shops  "  we  have  just  cited,  will  not  bear  analysis. 
Not  only  were  these  premises  occupied  in  every  instance 
by  people  who  made  or  manufaotured  something,  but 
they  clustered  round  what  was  formerly  called  Dyson's 
Yard,  famous  for  its  livery  stables;  and  there  was 
another  useful  adjunct  to  the  profession  of  horse-dealing 
in  the  form  of  a  public  house.  We  are  inclined  to  make 
our  correspondents  a  present  of  the  fact  that  in  the  year 
1850,  according  to  the  London  Directory,  there  were  two 
firms  of  coachbuilders,  a  tobacconist,  and,  in  a  different 
part  of  the  Lane,  a  firm  of  wine  merchants.  Lady  Teazle 
denied  the  butler,  and  we  have  little  difficulty 
in  disposing  of  the  tobacconist,  who  shared  an 
address  with  someone  else,  and  was  in  all  pro- 
bability licensed  for  the  sole  purpose  of  supplying  the 
patrons  of  the  livery  stables.  As  for  the  wine  mer- 
chants, to  enter  iuch  an  establishment  in  the  West  End 
and — as  Browning  did,  though  not  in  a  wine  merchant's, 
in  "The  Ring  and  the  Book" — cry  "Shop!"  would 
be  to  invite  ejection  with  ignominy.  The  truth  is  that 
the  Park  Lane  of  yesterday  wa^  little  more  than  a  symbol 
of  the  best  residential  areas  of  London,  forming  for 
about  one-fifth  of  its  length  a  tributary  to  the  wider 
Hamilton  Place,  and  for  the  rest  disclosing  little  but 
park  railings  on  one  side  and  the  walls  of  back  gardens 
on  the  other.  The  Park  Lane  of  to-day,  with  its  blocks 
of  flats,  is  a  hybrid,  the  make-up  of  which  will  pro- 
bably be  co.mijleted  in  the  course  of  time  with  factories, 
circuses  and  similar  amenities.

Local  Reports 

ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

Derbyshire. — Returns  presented  to  the  Insurance  Com- 
mitt€e  show  that  during  the  quarter  ended  March  31 
the  number  of  prescriptions  dispensed  to  insured  persons 
was  163,207,  a  total  which  had  never  previously  been 
exceeded.  It  gave  a  frequency  of  0.96  per  insured 
person.  The  average  cost  of  ingredients  was  3.5d.,  and 
the  average  dispensing  fee  4.4d. 

Holland. — ^Holland  Insurance  Committee  met  at 
Spalding  on  April  15,  when  a  resolution  passed  by  Gosber- 
ton  Oddfellows  Approved  Society  was  read,  requesting 
that  the  panel  chemist's  shop  at  Gosberton  should  be  kept 
open  for  not  less  than  one  hour  between  10  a.m.  and 
1  p.m.  on  Sundays.  The  secretary,  in  a  covering  letter, 
said  their  opinion  was  that  medicine  was  urgently 
required  in  Gosberton  on  Sundays.  At  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Insurance  Committee,  a  resolution  was  passed 
requiring  this  chemist's  shop  to  be  open  for  at  least  ten 
minutes  on  Sundays  at  such  times  as  the  panel  doctor 
approved.  After  considerable  discussion  the  Committee 
decided  to  adhei-e  to  its  resolution  and  inform  tlie  Odd- 
fellows   Society  accordingly. 

London. — At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Insiu'ance  Com- 
mittee, the  Finance  Committee  recommended  the  payment 
of  accounts  amounting  to  £288,899  3s.  2d.,  including 
£31,143  6s.  9d.  to  chemists.  The  iNIedicdl  Benefit  Sub- 
committee submitted  the  following  statistics  in  connec- 
tion with  the  prescriptions  issued  during  January  :— 
Number  of  jirescriptions,  986.767 ;  cost  of  ingredients, 
£14,060  15s.  ed.  ;  dispensing  fees, '  £18.697  2s.;  av.  cost 
of  ingredients,  3.42d. ;  av.  cost  of  dispensing  fees,  4.52d  ; 
Dumber  of  persons  on  list,  1,341,195 ;  number  of  pre- 
scriptions per  jierson,  0.54;  av.  cost  per  person,  4.26d. 
The  Pharmaceutical  Service  Subcommittee  reported  that 
they  had  investigated  fourteen  cases  of  alleged  irregu- 
larities on  the  part  of  chemists  in  dispensing. 

Middlesex. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee held  on  May  22,  Mr.  Thomas  Slarns  in  the 
chair,  arrangements  were  made  for  the  election  of  a  new 
committee,  Mr.  G.  A.  Mallinson  being  appointed  return- 
ing officer.  Exception  was  taken  to  certain  formulas 
in  the  draft  National  Formulary  issued  by  the  British 
Medical  Association.  It  was  pointed  out  that  the  modi- 
fied formula-  for  lin.  album  is  unworkable,  and  it  was 
agreed  that  revision  of  the  Formulary  by  expert  phar- 
macists was  desirabTe.  The  supervisor's  report  included 
the  following  comparative  figures  for  the  first  three 
months  of  the  years  1927-29  inclusive  : —

Ministry  of  Pensions  (London  Region)  prescriptions  for 
January  1929  and  February  1929  were  947  and  927, 
the  cost  being  £45  6s.  3d.  and  £45  16s.  4d.  respectively. 
Articles  disallowed  during  February  and  March  number 
thirty-two,  including  eleven  brushes,  Thermogene  and  cap- 
sicum wool,  finger-stalls,  eyeshades,  valgus  pad,  elastic 
kneecap,  hypodermic  syringes  and  needles  (not  for  insu- 
lin), droppers  (not  for  eyes)  and  Roboleine. 

Northants. — At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Insurance 
Committee  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  reported  in  a 
case  of  test  dispensing.  The  chemist  attended  before  the 
subcommittee,  and  admitted  that  he  had  made  an  error, 
which  lie  explained  by  saying  that  he  had  made  up  the 
mixture  twice.  In  the  first  instance  he  noticed  that  it 
liad  changed  colour,  and  he  thought  that  having  been 
using  an  indelible  pencil  and  carbon  paper,  he  must  have 
stained  his  finger,  and  the  acid  acted  upon  it  when  he 
shook  the  toottle  with  his  finger  on  the  top.  He  therefore 
threw  away  the  mixture  and  made  it  up  again,  this 
second  time  without  again  referring  to  the  prescription, 
but  making  it  up  from  memory,  and  in  so  doing  he  only 
put  in  three  instead  of  four  drachms,  an  error  which  he 


did  not  realise  until  he  read  tlirough  the  prescription 
again  the  next  morning.    The  chemist  was  warned. 

Nottingham. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee, 
held  on  April  26,  the  report  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Service 
Subcommittee  stated  that  a  letter  had  'been  received  from 
the  Ministry  of  Health  in  regard  to  the  decision  of  the 
Committee.  It  was  intimated  that  the  Minister  had  de- 
cided to  withhold  the  sum  of  £1.  The  Subcommittee  re- 
commended that  in  view  of  the  decision  of  the  Insurance 
Committee  on  this  case,  and  the  further  explanation  for- 
warded to  the  Minister  of  Health,  a  protest  be  sent  to  the 
Minister  expressing  the  Committee's  disapproval  of  in- 
fl.icting  a  fine  on  the  chemist.  The  Subcommittee  con- 
sidered the  analyst's  certificate  on  a  test  which  disclosed 
an  excess  of  pulv.  ac.  boric.  38  'per  cent.  The  chemist 
attended  before  the  subcommittee,  and,  in  evidence,  stated 
that,  instead  of  referring  to  the  local  formulary,  he  made 
up  the  prescription  from  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex, 
after  consulting  an  old  formulaiy  whicli  did  not  contain 
the  same  prescription.  He  informed  the  Subcommittee 
that  the  last  time  he  appeared  before  them  the  analyst's 
figures  were  questioned.  He  much  regretted  the  present 
error  in  dispensing.  The  Subcommittee  found  that 
the  chemist  had  been  guilty  of  gross  carelessness 
in  his  dispensing;  that  he  be  severely  censured, 
and  any  future  offence  of  a  similar  kind  be  more 
sevei'ely  dealt  with.  The  Subcommittee  considered 
the  analyst's  certificate  on  a  test  which  disclosed 
deficiencies  in  the  following  ingredients : — Quin.  sulph.  4.4 
per  cent.,  ac.  sulph  dil.  26  per  cent.  The  chemist  attended 
'before  the  Subcommittee.  The  Subcommittee  gave  their 
careful  consideration  to  the  analyst's  certificate,  and  to 
the  question  of  the  using  of  tap  water.  No  action  was 
taken. 

Staffordshire. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee on  March  2,  it  was  reported  that  a  communica- 
tion had  been  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health 
respecting  the  case  of  a  doctor  fined  for  over-prescribing. 
The  Ministry  intimated  that  the  sum  of  £40  would  be 
deducted  from  the  remuneration  payable  to  the  doctor 
in  question.  It  was  stated  that  the  doctor  had  appealed 
to  the  jNIinistry  against  the  penalty  of  £20  which  the 
Committee  had  recommended,  and  the  Ministry  had 
decided  to  double  the  fine.  Receipts  for  the  year  1928 
totalled  £164,664  12s.  Chief  ^payments  were  £120,000  in 
respect  of  the  practitioners'  fund,  and  £27,000  for  the 
chemists'  fund.  The  balance  on  December  31  was 
£3,656  16s.  Reviewing  the  work  of  the  Staffordshire 
Insurance  Committee  for  the  past  year,  the  chairman 
in  his  recent  report  stated  that  there  were  277,208  in- 
sured persons  on  the  register  against  276,660  in  1927; 
884,496  prescriptions  were  dispensed,  compared  with  - 
986,588  in  the  previous  year;  and  33,000  insured  persons 
in  rural  areas  obtained  medicines  and  appliances  from 
their  doctors.  It  was  satisfactory  to  note  the  decrease 
in  the  number  of  prescriptions  issued.  It  was  an  un- 
fortunate fact  that  to  some  degree  the  prescribing  of 
medicines  was  due  not  to  the  expectation  by  the  doctor 
of  any  therapeutic  effect,  but  rather  to  the  satisfaction 
of  a  public  demand.  They  sometimes  found  a  doctor 
whose  figures  both  in  frequency  and  ingredient  cost, 
differed  extraordinarily  from  those  of  colleagues  prac- 
tising in  the  same  locality  and  among  the  same  class 
of  patients.  During  the  year  the  Staffordshire  Panel 
Committee  investigated  the  prescribing  of  three  prac- 
titioners, and  reported  that  unreasonable  charges  had 
been  imposed  on  the  funds  to  the  extent  of  £52,  £75, 
and  £55  respectively ;  sums  of  £15,  £40  and  £10  were 
withheld  from  the  practitioners  concerned. 

Stockport. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
recently,  it  was  reported  that  during  the  year  367,951 
prescriptions  were  dispensed  at  a  cost  of  £9,000  9s.  4d. 
The  average  cost  per  insured  person  was  3s.  2.85d.,  and 
frequently  4.82.  In  regard  to  the  number  of  prescriptions 
issued  there  was  a  decrease  during  the  year  of  approxi- 
mately 13,500  in  comparison  with  the  yeaa'  1927.  Under  the 
scheme  for  testing  drugs  sixteen  tests  were  made,  and  in 
twelve  cases  no  further  action  appeared  necessary.  The 
remaining  four  cases  were  referred  to  the  Pharmacutical 
Service  Subcommittee,  and  their  recommendations  were 
as  follows  : — Chemists'  explanations  in  two  cases  accepted. 
In  another  case  the  chemist  was  cautioned. 
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Merchandise  Marks  Act 

Imported  Glassware 
{Continued  from  G.  ct-  D.,  May  25,  f.  636) 

The  Ohairman  asked  if  it  were  technically  or  com- 
mercially impossible  to  make  a  certain  type  of  perfume 
bottle  as  mentioned  by  Major  Wigginton. 

Major  WiGGiNXON  said  it  was  technically  impossible. 
His  recollection  was  that  there  was  neither  the  machinery 
Dor  the  workmen  in  this  country  to  make  the  bottles. 
Id  some  markets  a  common  bottle  could  be  used  for 
perfumes,  but  in  others  better  class  bottles  were  essential. 
Not  only  would  marking  as  now  proposed  prejudice  the 
trade,  but  in  some  countries,  such  as  India,  there  would 
be  difficulties  in  meeting  the  merchandise  marks  regula- 
tions. The  marking  would  make  the  bottles  tmsightly, 
probatly  unsaleaible,  and  would  probably  be  to  the  advan- 
tage of  the  country  in  which  the  bottles  were  made.  In 
6ome  markets  the  British  manufacturers  would  be  selling 
their  British  goods  in  bottles  marked  "  foreign,"  or 
bearing  the  name  of  the  country  of  origin,  whereas  the 
foreigners  would  be  able  to  seU  their  products  iji  bottles 
bearing  no  marks. 

Mr.  Wethkred  (cross-examined)  asked  witness  if  Ihe  had 
approached  more  than  the  one  firm  with  a  view  to  getting 
the  perfume  bottle  made. 

Major  Wigginton  said  he  did  not  think  so,  tut  at  the 
time  the  firm  that  was  approached  was  considered  to  be 
the  best  firm  of  manufacturers  of  'bottles  of  that  type  in 
the  Kingdom.  His  company  were  anxious  to  use  British 
bottles  where  possible,  and  did,  in  fact,  use  large  quanti- 
ties of  them. 

Replying  to  a  question  by  Mr.  Wethered  with  regard 
to  one  particular  bottle  containing  an  "  Erasmic  "  pro- 
duct, he  said  that  if  it  were  insisted  upon  .that  the  bottle 
in  question,  which  was  made  in  France,  should  be  marked 
with  the  country  of  origin,  he  would  have  the  word 
"  Paris  "  printed  on  the  label  also,  and  sell  the  product 
in  the  Latin  American  market.  They  preferred  the 
French  products  there. 

Cross-examined,  he  said  that  tenders  were  put  out 
two  or  three  times  a  week  for  bottles. 

Further  evidence  was  heard  on  Monday,  May  13,  and 
the  case  for  the  applicants  has  now  been  completed  and 
the  opposition  is  being  heard. 

Lt.-Col.  0.  L.  EuGSTER,  chairman  and  managing 
director  of  the  British  Syphon  Co.,  Ltd.,  Barnsbury 
Street,  London,  N.W.,  opposing  the  application  as 
regards  syphon  vases,  said  his  company  is  by  far  the 
largest  manufacturers  of  syphons  in  the  world.  Before 
the  war  he  used  to  import  well  over  one  million  syphon 
vases  per  annum,  but  this  had  now  been  reduced  owing 
to  the  tax  on  soda  water  and  the  high  price  of  whisky 
fo  about  half  a  million.  There  are  no  ihanufacturers 
of  syphon  vases  in  this  country,  said  witness,  and  for 
that  reason  alone  he  contended  that  the  marking  of  im- 
ported syphon  vases  is  unnecessary.  He  pointed  out 
that  a  syphon  vase  has  to  withstand  very  great  pressure, 
and  as  they  are  sold  up  to  a  capacity  of  44  oz.,  the  glass 
has  to  be  of  a  particular  strength  which  could  only  be 
obtained  by  blowing  by  hand  and,  to  the  best  of  his 
knowledge,  by  using  a  particular  sand  which  is  only 
obtainable  in  Czecho-Slovakia.  Some  forty  years  ago  his 
company  started  a  small  factory  in  England  and  im- 
ported labour  from  Czecho-Slovakia,  but  the  results 
were  disastrous.  The  fact  that  a  syphon  vase  could 
only  be  made  in  Czecho-Slovakia  had  been  realised  in  the 
Irish  Free  State,  where  syphon  vases  were  the  only 
bottles  imported  free  of  duty,  and  the  same  applied, 
more  recently,  to  Australia.  During  the  war  the  syphon 
makers  in  the  United  States,  not  being  able  to  get  their 
supplies  from  Czecho-Slovakia,  got  into  touch  with  the 
largest  glass  firms  in  the  United  States,  who  attempted 
to  make  them.  At  the  present  moment,  however  (in 
spite  of  a  sixty  per  cent,  duty),  ninety  per  cent,  of  the 
syphon  vases  used  in  America  are  imported  from  Czecho- 
slovakia. A  syphon  vase  represented  roughly  one-fifth 
to  one-eighth  of  the  cost  of  the  complete  syphon,  and  if 
these  vases  were  branded  "  Made  in  Czecho-Slovakia,"  it 
would  ruin  the  syphon-making  industry  here  because 
users  of  the  contents  might  be  led  to  believe  that  the 
contents  were  made  in  Czecho-Slovakia.    His  company 


employed  over  300  people,  and  he  believed  that  a  Mark- 
ing Order  for  syphon  vases  would  be  disastrous  to  the 
employment  of  these  people.  In  answer  to  further 
questions,  witness  said  that  at  least  one  quarter  of  his 
own  business  consisted  of  direct  exports  to  the  Dominions. 
He  agreed  that  it  would  not  be  a  difficult  matter  to 
mark  syphon  vases.  He  imported  the  vase  and  the 
glass  tube  hut  made  and  fitted  the  porcelain  and  metal 
portions  of  the  syphons,  using  Cornish  tin  for  the 
latter.  If  the  glass  was  to  be  marked  foreign  it  would 
be  equally  logical  to  mark  the  tin  as  Cornish  or 
Australian  tin.  Answering  questions  as  to  the  effect 
of  marking  on  the  Canadian  trade,  witness  said  that 
if  British  made  syphons  were  marked  in  the  manner 
suggested,  the  users  of  the  syphons  in  Canada  would 
prefer  to  go  to  America  and  obtain  syphon  vases  which 
were  not  marked.  Nevertheless  these  same  syphon 
vases  would  come  from  Czecho-Slovakia. 

Mr.  Wethered  reminded  witness  that  the  syphon 
vases  going  into  America  from  Czecho-Slovakia  would 
have  to  be  marked  with  the  country  of  origin,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  American  customs  regulations,  and  there- 
fore any  such  syphon  vases  going  into  Canada  would 
be  marked  "  Made  in  Czecho-Slovakia." 

Lt.-Col.  EuGSTER  replied  that  the  syphon  vases  going 
into  America  from  Czecho-Slovakia  were  marked  on  the 
neck,  and  when  the  top  was  placed  on  the  syphon  the 
mark  was  hidden.  Therefore  complete  syphons  bought 
in  America  by  Canadian  buyers  woufd  not  appear  to  be 
marked,  whereas  the  present  application  was  that  a 
mark  should  be  placed  on  the  bottom  of  the  syphon,  or 
in  some  conspicuous  place.  The  great  difficulty  would 
be  that  people  would  think  the  soda  water  was  made  in 
Czecho-Slovakia,  and  that  would  affect  the  sales. 

The  Chairman  remarked  that  there  is  a  drawback  of 
ninety-nine  per  cent,  of  the  duty  in  certain  circumstances. 

Mr.  F.  C.  ASLIN,  secretary  to  Stephen  Smith  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  Malmesbury  Road,  Bow,  London,  said  his  company 
had  for  many  years  enjoyed  a  very  large  proprietary 
wine  trade,  which  included  such  well-known  brands  as 
Hall's  Wine,  and  Keystone  Burgundy,  Port  and  Chablis, 
in  addition  to  a  general  trade  which  did  not  bear  a 
trade  mark.  For  the  purpose  of  their  business  the  firm 
imported  from  abroad  a  large  quantity  of  bottles,  although 
the  bulk  of  their  supplies  came  from  home  manufacturers. 
The  reason  for  the  imports  was  that  the  price  of  the 
foreign  bottles  is  very  much  lower  than  that  of  the  British 
article,  and  that  was  a  factor  which  had  been  of  con- 
siderable assistance  in  establishing  the  business.  Witness 
expressed  the  very  definite  opinion  that  customers  are 
concerned  only  with  the  contents  of  the  bottles  and  are 
wholly  indifferent  to  the  origin  of  the  bottle.     On  the 

other  hand,  if   "  Foreign  "  or   "  Made  in   "  was 

stamped  in_  a  conspicuous  place  on  the  bottles,  the  public 
would  inevitably  think  that  the  contents  had  been  made 
abroad  and  that  there  had  been  a  change  in  the  policy 
of  his  company.  That  would  have  a  serious  effect  upon 
sales.  As  a  result,  the  company  would  be  driven  to 
buy  all  its  bottles  from  English  makers,  and  he  had 
little  doubt  that  the  prices  of  the  English  bottles,  already 
higher  than  the  imported,  would  be  still  further  increased 
when  the  English  makers  had  a  virtual  monopoly.  Such 
a  position  of  affairs  would  seriously  affect  both  the 
home  and  the  export  trade.  At  the  present  moment 
about  forty  per  cent,  of  his  trade  was  export  and  sixty 
per  cent.  home.  The  bottles  imported  by  his  firm  came 
chiefly  from  Czecho-Slovakia,  and,  as  the  whole  reputation 
of  his  firm  was  based  on  selling  Empire  wines,  the  associa- 
tion of  the  word  "  foreign  "  with  them  was  naturally 
resented.  The  flagons  were  charged  for  at  the  rate  of 
3s.  per  doz. ,  but  were  returnable,  this  charge  not 
representing  the  actual  cost  to  the  firm.  It  was,  con- 
tinued witness,  due  to  healthy  competition  among  the 
glass  manufacturers  abroad  iind  in  this  country  that 
prices  were  kept  down,  and,  in  consequence,  the  products 
of  his  firm  were  sold  at  ■  reasonable  prices.  The  trade 
was  done  by  chemists,  wine  merchants  and  grocers. 
Speaking  with  regard  to  the  export  trade,  witness  said 
he  anticipated  considerable  trouble  with  the  Customs 
in  keeping  consignments  for  re-export  separate  from  those 
intended  for  home  use,  because  the  re-exports  would  have 
to  be  kept  in  bond  and  a  declaration  given  that  they 
would  be  re-exported  within  tw2jve  months  in  order  that 
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they  need  not  be  marked.  The  difficulties  would  be  so 
gi'eat  that  the  company  would  be  compelled  to  use  only 
English-made  bottles.  He  used  between  60,000  and  70,000 
bottles  per  week,  and  for  so  large  a  demand  the  company 
must  have  other  channels  of  .■-upply  available,  apart  from 
British  makers,  to  safeguard  themselves  against  any 
trouble  such  as  strikes,  transport  difficulties,  and  so  on. 
He  did  not  imagine  that  there  would  be  any  very  great 
cost  in  mai'king,  but  it  would  put  the  manufacturers  to 
great  inconveni-ence,  and  the  prices  of  bottles  might  go 
up  in  consequence.  There  was  also  the  anomaly  that 
bottles  coming  in  filled  need  not  be  marked,  but  they 
could  be  used  again  for  a  similar  purpose,  but,  being 
second-hand  bottles,  they  would  bear  no  indication  of 
origin.  Witness  insisted  that  the  purchaser  is  not 
interested  in  the  bottle,  but  only  in  the  contents. 

Mr.  Wethered  thereupon  suggested  that,  if  the  pur- 
chaser never  worries  where  the  bottle  comes  from,  there 
could  be  no  harm  in  marking  them. 

Mr.  AsLiN  retorted  that,  once  a  mark  was  put  in  a 
conspicuous  place,  the  suspicions  of  the  purchaser  would 
be  ai-oused  as  to  whether  the  contents  as  well  as  Ihe 
bottle  were, foreign,  and  that  would  undoubtedly  pvejudice 
sales.  In  the  course  of  further  cross-examination  witness 
e.xpressed  the  view  that  there  is  not  much  competition 
among  bottle  makers  in  this  country. 

Perfumery  Manufacturers'  Protest 

Among  the  witnesses  who  gave  evidence  on  Tuesday, 
May  14,  in  opposition  to  the  application  were  Mr.  Horace 
Barrett,  managing  director  of  J.  &  E.  Atkinson,  Ltd.,  per- 
fumery and  toilet  soap  manufacturers,  Southwark  Park 
Road,  Bermondsey,  and  Mr.  Ralph  P.  Gosnell,  managing 
director  of  John  Gosnell  ■&  Co.,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  per- 
fumers and  fine  soap  makers,  Blackfriars  Road,  London. 
Both  these  witnesses  are  ex-chairmen  of  the  Perfumei-y 
Manufacturers'  Section  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, and  their  evidence  was  given  with  the  support  and 
on  behalf  of  this  body. 

Mr.  Barrett  acted  as  spokesman,  and  Mr.  Gosnell  sat 
with  him  in  support.  Giving  the  reasons  for  the  perfumery 
manufacturers'  objection,  Mr.  Barrett  said  there  was  no 
question  of  the  actual  'buyer  of  imported  glass  perfumery 
containers  being  confused  as  to  their  foreign  origin,  because 
the  buyer  was  the  perfumery  manufacturer.  If  the  bottles, 
when  filled  with  perfumery,  were  sold  to  the  public  with  an 
indication  of  foreign  origin  stamped  on  them,  unquestion- 
ably many  buyers  would  be  led  to  believe  that  both  the 
containers  and  their  contents  were  made  in  the  country 
indicated  on  the  bottles.  The  fine-quality  bottles  used  in 
the  perfumery  industry,  if  marked  with  an  indication  of 
their  country  of  origin,  would  in  many  cases  be  irretriev- 
ably disfigured  by  the  marking,  however  skilfully  it  was 
carried  out.  This  matter  of  disfigurement  was  one  of  the 
njain  grounds  of  opposition;  it  seemed  to  him  an  insuper- 
able difficulty.  Another  point  which  he  emphasised  was 
that  there  was  a  complete  inability  on  the  part  of  British 
manufacturers  of  glass  bottles  to  supply  a  veiy  large  pro- 
portion of  the  bottles  and  containers  needed  by  the  per- 
fumery industry.  Perfumery  manufacturers  in  this  country 
were  large  users  of  high-class  bottles  of  most  varied  kinds 
and  had  always  been  to  a  large  extent  dependent  upon 
imported  bottles,  for  the  reason  that  their  requirements  had 
never  been  met  adequately  in  this  country.  British  glass 
manufacturers  did  not  appear  to  have  attempted  seriously 
to  meet  the  I'equirements  of  the  industry.  Mass  production 
would  not  assist  the  situation  as  far  as  the  provision  of 
fine  glass  bottles  required  for  high-class  British  perfumery 
was  concerned.  It  was  recognised  that  the  costs  of  manu- 
facturing such  bottles  did  not  permit  British  glass  makers 
to  quote  an  economic  price  for  the  small  quantities  of 
bottles  in  so  many  varieties ;  the  sale  of  perfumery  and 
toilet  preparations  demanded  a  very  wide  range  of  patterns 
and  designs  in  order  to  preserve  the  individuality  of  per- 
fumery manufacturers.  Samples  of  types  of  bottles  needed, 
but  which,  in  the  experience  of  the  trade,  were  not  pro- 
curable from  any  glass  manufactory  in  this  country  were 
exhibited,  and  it  was  added  that  if  it- were  possible  for  the 
British  perfumery  trade  to  obtain  in  this  country  imme. 
diate  supplies  of  bottles  suitable  for  this  purpose,  the  manu- 
facturers would  not  desire  to  go  abi-oad  for  them.  It  was 
contended  that  if  an  order  were  made  to  compel  the  mark- 
ing of  imported  bottles,   the  perfumery  manufacturers 


should  have  the  right  to  remove  the  marks  before  selling 
the  filled  bottles  of  pei-fumery. 

The  Chairman  said  he  understood  that  an  acid-etched 
mark  could  not  be  removed. 

Mr.  Barrett  replied  that  he  thought  it  could,  and 
pointed  out  that  French  manufacturers  of  perfumery, 
who  are  the  severest  competitors  of  the  British  per- 
fumery industry  in  the  British  market,  as  well  as 
markets  overseas,  could  still  consign  their  products  to 
this  country  with  the  containers  unmarked — if  it  were 
assumed  that  imported  filled  containers  were  not  to  come 
within  tliis  application — whereas  British  manufacturers 
would  have  to  sell  their  products  in  marked  bottles. 
This  would  put  a  premium  on  manufacture  abroad. 

Mr.  Gosnell,  corroborating  Mr.  Barrett's  evidence, 
emphasised  strongly  the  point  that  if  a  bottle  containing 
perfume  were  marked  "  Made  in  Czecho-Slovakia,"  it 
would  be,  no  doubt  unwittingly,  a  direct  deception  of  the 
public.  In  other  words,  under  Government  duress,  they 
would  be  telling  the  public  something  which  was  not  true. 

In  reply  to  a  question  as  to  whether  any  of  the 
imported  bottles  were  marked,  Mr.  Barrett  said  that  none 
of  the  bottles  used  by  liis  firm  were  marked,  except 
those  manufactured  by  a  very  well  known  French  firm 
whose  name  had  become  almost  equivalent  to  a  hall 
mark,  "  Baccarat."  These  were  very  fine  bottles.  The 
name  "  Lalique  "  was  another  name  ta  which  similar 
remarks  would  apply.  To  further  questions,  he  agreed 
that  the  "  Baccarat  "  bottles  were  marked  on  the  base 
with  an  acid  mark ;  that  was  a  disfigurement,  but 
he  had  not  objected,  for  the  reason  he  had  given.  At 
present  he  did  not  think  his  firm  would  accept  marked 
bottles  from  any  other  makers.  Questioned  as  to  his 
suggestion  that  the  perfumery  manufacturers  should 
have  the  right  to  remove  marks  if  a  Marking  Order 
were  made,  he  contended  that  the  perfumery  manufac- 
turers were  the  owners  of  the  bottles,  and  when  they  had 
bought  a  bottle,  its  life  as  a  bottle  was  at  an  end.  and 
it  became  "  a  bottle  of  perfume,"  i.e.,  a  different 
article,  in  effect. 

Mr.  Wethered. — May  I  suggest  that  it  is  still  a 
bottle  with  perfume  in  it? 

Mr.  Gosnell.— Might  I  suggest  alternatively  that  it  is 
merely  a  "  wrapper  "  for  the  perfume? 

Cross-examination  was  continued  by  Mr.  E.  A. 
Hailwood,  who  disagreed  with  the  contention  that  many 
bottles  such  as  were  used  in  the  perfumery  trade  could 
not  be  made  in  this  country.  He  enlivened  the  pro- 
ceedings by  remarking  that  he  would  like  to  bet  Mr. 
Barrett  anything  he  liked  that  his  firm  could  make 
these  bottles. 

Mr.  Barrett. — Then  may  I  ask  why  you  have  not 
offered  to  do  so? 

At  this  stage  the  chairman  intervened  with  the  jocular 
remark  that  this  controversy  must  cease,  and  that  if 
Mr.  Hailwood  and  the  witness  wished  'to  do  business 
together  it  should  be  arranged  in  another  place. 

Among  other  witnesses  was  Mr.  W.  T.  W.  Idris, 
managing  director  of  Idris,  Ltd.,  mineral  water  manu- 
facturers, who  pointed  out  that  his  firm  bought  bottles 
chiefly  from  abroad  because  they  were  so  much  cheaper 
than  British.  Further,  syphon  vases  and  the  cheap 
quality  decanters  which  his  firm  used  had  to  be  pur- 
chased from  abroad  because  they  were  not  manufactured 
in  this  country.  He  had  tried  for  many  years  to  get 
syphon  vases  made  here.  They  did  buy  some  bottles  in 
this  country  when  English  prices  were  sufficiently  near 
the  foreign  prices  to  justify  it.  In  the  course  of  cross- 
examination  he  made  the  remai'k  that,  inasmuch  as  his 
company's  bottles  bore  the  Royal  Coat  of  Arms,  it 
would  be  derogatory  to  have  to  add  words  such  as 
"  Made  in  Germany." 

The  inquiry  was  adjourned  until  Monday,  May  27.

To  these  prices  various  charges  have  to  be 
added,  whereby  values  are  In  many  instances  greatly 
augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods 
into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be  incurred 
in  garbling,  packing,  etc.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
essential  and  fixed  oils,  and  many  other  commodities 
vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  than  those  here  quoted  are 
charged  for  selected  qualities  of  natural  products  even 
in  bulk  quantities.

BrsiNESS  in  the  Mincing  tane  produce  markets,  particularly 
as  regards  speculative  items,  such  as  pepper,  cIovm,  shellac, 
sugar,  rubber,  etc.,  hag  been  considerably  curtailed  this 
"week  in  view  of  the  General  Election.  This  inflvience  haa 
been  marked  in  the  case  of  sugar,  which  ie  suffering  from 
■unwieldy  supplies.  Plantation  rubber  has  fluctuated  on 
either  side  of  lid.  per  lb.  for  spot  delivery,  and  the  market 
is  showing  resistance  to  depressing  American  taotice. 
In  crude  drugs,  senega  is  offered  at  cheaper  rates, 
more  particidarly  for  new  crop.  Siam  gamboge  is 
scarce  and  held  for  higher  prices.  More  interest 
has  been  eliown  in  strophanthus  and  kino  of  late. 
Cod-liver  oil  is  firm  and  unchanged.  New  crop  Indian 
fennel  and  SaflS  canary  seed  arc  dearer  to  arrive.  Essential 
oils  are  quiet,  following  on  a  brighter  period  at  the  end  of 
last  week.  Sandalwood  is  dearer,  Java  citronella  and 
Algerian  geraniiun  are  firmer;  cassia,  American  peppermint 
and  juniper  berry  are  slightly  easier,  while  all  the  citrus 
oiK  and  wintergreen  are  lower.  Among  pharmaceutioal 
chemicals  a  fair  volume  of  business  continues  to  be  done,  with 
little  change  in  prices.  Pure  .theobromine  and  theobromine 
sodium  salicylate  are  dearer.  Barbitone  is  fii-m  and  tends  to 
advance.  Among  the  industrial  chemicals  there  is  a  steady 
flow  of  business  and  prices  are  well  maintained,  with  few 
fluctuations.  Sodium  acetate  is  dearer  and  barium  chloride 
is  firmer.  New  prices  for  red  lead,  etc.,  are  operating  as 
the  result  of  an  international  convention  being  formed. 
Formaldehyde  continues  easy.  Pale  cresylic  acid  is  cheaper, 
and  carbolic  acid  crystals  are  in  short  supply  among  the 
coal-tar  products.  In  the  group  of  fixed  oils,  with  quiet 
trading  a  number  of  products  have  eased  dn  value.  These 
include  acid  oils,  coconut,  cotton,  ground  nut,  palm,  palm 
kernel,  eoya  and  linseed  oils.  Turpentine  is  easier  on  the 
week.  In  oilseeds  and  the  by-products  there  has  been  no 
special  feature,  trade  activity  being  limited  partly  duo  to 
tae  General  Election,  but  shippers  both  of  linseed  and 
cottonseed  are  only  offering  moderately,  although  there 
has  been  a  more  «tubdued  feeling  in  the  Continental  trades, 
■where  ,the  difficulties  to  be  solved  in  regard  to  the  Repara- 
tions question  is  acting  as  a  restraint.

Beegen,  May  29. — The  oatch  of  cod  since  the  opening  of 
the  season_  amounts  to  73,910,000,  against  60,910,000  at  the 
corresponding  period  of  last  year,  and  the  yield  of  steam- 
refined  cod-liver  oil  amounts  to  87,393  hectolitres,  against 
4(J,389  hectolitres  at  the  same  period  of  last  year.

Glyn- Jones  Memorial  Fund 

Sir, — Twenty  years  ago  the  multiple  stores  were  selling 
patent  medicines,  so-called,  at  lower  prices  than  those 
charged  by  my  wholesaler,  and  I  used  to  purchase  what  I 
wanted  locally  and  re-sell  at  the  same  price  in  order  to 
keep  my  business  together.  Happily,  through  the  medium 
of  the  P.A.T.A.,  almost  every  article  to-day  is  sold  at 
face  value,  and  carries  a  living  profit.  This  agreeable 
state  of  affairs  was  brought  about  through  the  energy  of 
one  man  who  sacrificed  his  own  interests  and,  in  fact,  his 
own  health  and  strength,  in  order  that  his  brother  phar- 
macists should  have  the  wherewithal  to  live.  That  man 
was  the  late  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones.  During  the  last 
twenty  years,  no  less  than  £50,000,000  sterling  as  the 
result  of  sale  of  proprietary  articles  has  passed  from  the 
pockets  of  the  general  public  to  the  cash  tills  of  the 
chemist.  It  is  not  an  exaggeration  to  say  that  at  least 
6  per  cent,  of  that  amount  of  money,  namely,  £2,250,000, 
represents  additional  profits  secured  from  the  drug  trade 
by  the  P.A.T.A.  Now  Sir  "William  Glyn-Jones  is  dead, 
and  we  have  been  asked  to  subscribe  to  a  memorial  to  his 
name.  What  has  been  the  response?  Up  to  the  present, 
we  have  failed  to  raise  £5,000.  In  other  words,  out  of 
a  total  profitable  income  of  £60,000,000,  the  trade  has  f  ailec* 
to  contribute  one-tenth  of  a  farthing  for  each  £1  received. 
Or,  to  take  the  profits  alone,  pharmacy  has  been  unable  to 
contribute  a  halfpenny  out  of  each  twenty  shillings  of 
additional  profit.  It  is  true  that  we  have  a  new  genera- 
tion in  pharmacy.  Young  men  in  business  to-day  have  no 
idea  of  the  struggles  which  the  young  men  of  twenty  years 
ago  had  to  face  in  order  to  exist  against  insane  competi- 
tion. To  those  young  men  I  would  say,  "  Ask  your  older 
confreres  something  about  the  position  a  quarter  of  a 
century  ago."  And  if  what  they  are  told  is  insufficient  to 
stimulate  them  to  contribute  their  share  to  this  memorial, 
may  I  remind  them  that  it  was  only  through  the  almost 
superhuman  efforts  of  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones  that  phar- 
macy received  due  recognition  under  the  National  Health 
Insurance  Act.  That  Act  is  the  only  one  on  the  statute- 
book  which  lays  it  down  that  the  proper  person  to  dis. 
pense  a  doctor's  prescription  is  a  qualified  chemist.  Any 
person  can  dispense  an  ordinary  prescription  written  by 
a  general  practitioner,  but  only  a  chemist  can  legally  dis- 
pense a  prescription  written  for  an  insured  person.  Judg- 
ing by  the  figures,  less  than  20  per  cent,  of  the  chemists 
in  business  have  contributed  to  this  Glyn-Jones  memorial. 
It  will  be  an  everlasting  disgrace  to  pharmacy  if  the 
memorial  fund  has  to  be  closed  with  a  figure  lower  than 
£5,000.  In  fact,  it  is  deplorable  that  10,000  retailers,  to 
say  nothing  of  the  wholesale  trade,  cannot  between  them 
register  twenty  shillings  each.  Children  to-day  are  ask- 
ing, "  What  did  you  do  in  the  Great  War?  "  But  in  the 
years  to  come,  when  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones  comes  to  be 
appreciated  at  his  true  worth,  the  question  will  be  asked, 
"What  did  pharmacy  do  for  him?  ";  and  I  venture  to 
say  that  if  we  pharmacists  to-day  do  not  show  our  grati- 
tude by  responding  to  the  appeal  that  has  been  made  to 
us,  then  we  shall  not  deserve  that  at  some  future  date 
there  shall  arise  among  us  another  pharmaceutical  pilot 
who  at  the  appointed  time  will  steer  the  good  ship 
"  Pharmacy  "  clear  of  the  rocks. — Yours  faithfully, 
Ealing  Common.

Pharmacy  Week 

SiH, — The  proposals  of  the  R.P.U.  for  the  Pharmacy 
Week  in  next  October  (C.  <t  D.,  May  18,  p.  589)  cer- 
tainly provide  a  variety  of  choice  in  respect  of  window 
displays,  as  there  are  no  fewer  than  seven  suggested 
ideas.  If  one  had  to  say  which  display  one  considered 
the  best  I  think  that  the  choice  would  lie  with  one 
which  _  combines  a  show  of  suitable  goods — that  is  to 
say,  either  Nos.  1,  5,  6  or  7,  according  to  the  nature 


of  the  busines.';  carried  on.  In  a  general  retail  business 
probably  No.  1  would  be  the  most  effective,  as  not 
only  would  it  give  the  idea  that  the  pharmacist  is  the 
proper  person  to  supply  household  drugs,  but  also  it 
would  afford  an  opportunity  to  display  these  drugs  and 
to  show  the.  difference  in  pack  and  style  from  similar 
articles  sold  in  general  shops.  Where  there  is  more  than 
one  window  and  the  space  can  be  spared  (and  there 
should  be  no  difficulty  about  this  for  one  week),  then 
one  of  the  more  purely  educational  shows  could  be  given 
in  conjunction  ;  but  I  do  not  think  that  windows  .Nos. 
2,  3  or  4  by  themselves  would  convey  much  to  the  ordi- 
nary member  of  the  public,  except  perhaps  as  a  curiosity, 
and  certainly  very  few  people  would  gather  the  inward 
meaning  of  such  a  display  unless  the  talking  cards  pro- 
vided are  very  well  worded.  The  idea  of  a  pamphlet 
for  distribution  is  good,  and  also  national  publicity, 
while  a  wireless  talk,  which  has  been  advocated  several 
times,  should  be  an  excellent  method  of  conveying  some 
idea  of  our  qualification  and  service  to  all  homes.

Inaccurate  Measures 

Sm, — The  position  of  the  panel  chemist  under  the  test- 
ing of  dispensing  scheme  becomes  more  untenable  every 
day.  Recently  we  have  had  cases  where  chemists  have 
had  to  appear  and  defend  themselves  with  regard  to 
dressings  which  have  not  been  up  to  standard,  a  cir- 
cumstance over  which  they  have  not  the  slightest  con- 
trol; and  now  we  have  a  case  (C.  <£•  D.,  May  18,  p.  510) 
in  which  a  prescription  showed  a  deficiency  due  to 
the  use  of  an  incorrectly  graduated  stamped  measure. 
This  would  be  the  last  thing  that  a  chemist  would  sus- 
pect in  a  case  of  error  ;  a  report  of  a  deficiency  would 
lead  him  to  investigate  several  probable  causes,  but 
there  are  few  who  would  think  of  testing  a  measure. 
Further,  how  is  one  to  do  so  ?  If  one  is  inaccurate 
there  is  no  guarantee  that  the  others  in  the  pharmacy 
are  any  better,  and  so  the  chemist  has  nothing  to  start 
on,  except  that  a  marked  -  difference  between  two  or 
three  measures  of  the  same  apparent  size  would  point 
to  something  obviously  wrong.  But  we  have  always 
taken  the  official  stamp  as  a  guarantee  of  accuracy — or 
else  what  is  the  value  of  regulations  compelling  the  use 
of  such  measures?  And  if  our  measures  can  be 
inaccurate  and  pass  muster,  what  about  the  analyst's 
burettes  and  pipettes  with  which  he  tests  our  solutions? 
There  is  a  case  for  inquiry  into  the  whole  question.

Proprietary  Medicine  Terms 

Sib, — The  discussion  of  Messrs.  Eno's  new  terms  brings 
to  my  mind  a  grievance  which  I  have  no  doubt  affects 
many  chemists.  There  is  a  well-advertised  back  and 
kidney  pill  on  the  market  which  one  can  purchase  at 
2-s  2d.  per  box  in  6-dozen  quantities.  Now  I  am  a 
chemist  in  a  small  country  village  and  cannot  buy  these 
quantities.  I  am  compelled  to  pay  2s.  5d.  per  box,  whilst 
all  the  big  stores,  whose  proprietors  in  many  cases  are 
not  even  chemists,  buy  at  the  lower  figure,  simply  because 
they  are  in  a  big  way.  I  turned  this  over  in  my  mind 
many  times  and  decided  to  sell  wherever  possible  another 
make,  one  that  is  made  for  chemist's,  is  regularly  adver- 
tised in  the  trade  papers,  and  not  only  sells  for  Is.  3d., 
but  shows  a  larger  profit  than  the  3s.  line.  The  result  lias 
been  most  satisfactory — and  it  can  be  done  again.

Are  Chemists '  Windows  so  Valueless  ? 

Sir, — I  heartily  agree  with  some  of  the  letters  which 
have  appeared  in  the  C.  S  D.  from  week  to  week  on  the 
question  of  window  displays  for  proprietary  goods,  but 
■no  one  seems  to  have  touched  on  the  real  cure.  Several 
years  ago  a  foolish  firm  advanced  the  price  of  a  much- 
advertised  preparation  without  increasing  the  profit  to 
either  wholesale  or  retail.  Result,  a  general  boycott  of 
this  article  by  every  wholesale  house  and  by  every  chemist 
throughout  the  country.  Let  us  dictate  terms  :  we  are  in 
a  position  to  do  so.  Ch-cmists  have  considerable  influence 
with  their  customers,  oa'  should  have ;  there  is  something 
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wrong  if  they  have  not.  I  am  -not  at  all  keen  on  pro- 
prietary goods  or  patent  medicines,  but  we  cannot  easily 
get  rid  of  them.  Let  us,  therefore,  dictate  terms  to  pro- 
prretors  of  such — a  reasonable  profit,  otherwise  we  refn.se 
ito  stock  or  sell.  But  to  be  sucoessf  iil  we  must  combine  as 
chemists,  and  also  get  the  wholesale  liouses  to  join  us  in 
that  combine,  as  in  the  case  referred  to.  We  mast  insist 
that  all  such  articles  be  put  on  the  P.A.T.A.  list,  .so  that 
there  can  be  no  cutting.  I  l>elieve  that  if  proprietors 
could  only  carefully  consider  the  matter  they  would  find 
that  it  would  pay  them  to  allow  a  much  larger  profit,  as 
chemtst-s  might  often  find  it  an  advantage  and  profit  to 
push  such  goods.

The  Stimulus  of  Competition 

■Sir, —I  think  that  "Live  and  Let  Live"  {C.  cfc  D., 
May  11,  p.  580)  is  a,  little  inclined  to  tlie  idea  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  should  erect  a  fence  round  liis 
pliarmacy  a.nd  drive  the  publie  into  it;  but  aJtliough  there 
is  a  clause  in  the  Charter  w.hich  puts  forth  one  of  the 
objects  of  t.he  Society  as  the  protection  of  the  chemist  and 
drugg-ist,  this  i'S  a  general  clause  clealing  with  t-he  pro- 
tection of  the  basic  interests  of  the  trade  as  a  whole.  No 
chemist  can  obtain  success  merely  by  opening  'his  door  and 
admiring  Jiis  Minor  certificate ;  'he  is  in  a  sliop  for  trade 
purposes,  and  as  such  is  open  'to  the  ordinary  competition 
of  retail  business.  I  .have  had  my  share  of  competition 
from  stores  and  multiple  concerns,  sevei'al  branches  open- 
ing; up  in  the  locality  at  various  times ;  but  with  the 
exception,  perhaps,  of  the  first  week  or  so  I  have  found 
that  it  makes  no  serious  effect  on  the  returns — in  fact,  by 
requiring  increased  effort  to  meet  the  competition,  it  has 
proved  a  stimulus  which  has  iresulted  in  an  improved 
turnover.  Many  times  I  have  heard  employees  of  multiple 
concerns  express  the  opinion  that  if  they  were  to  open  on 
their  own  account  'they  would  choose  a  spot  where  there 
was  a  multiple  shop,  iir  view  of  the  number  of  customers 
it  attracted.  I  would  point  out  that  no  matter  how  much 
chemists  may  grumble  at  ithe  competition  of  .sitores  and 
combines,  very  .few  of  them  s°eem  to  have  any  compunction 
about  selling  their  pharmacies  to  these  concerns  when  they 
wish  to  dispose  of  them,  thus  increasing  the  very  evil  they 
are  constantly  complaining  of.  The  only  explanation  I 
can  think  of  being  that  the  combines  are  willing  to  pay  a 
higher  price  than  an  individual  could  do  to  get  the 
position. — ^Faithfully  yours,

Legal  Queries 

G  L.  G.  (29/85)  holds  business  premises  on  a  lease 
which  vsdir  expire  in  three  years'  time.  If  the  lease  ;s 
not  renewed  on  its  termination,  will  he  be  entitled  to 
claim  compensation  for  loss  of  goodwill?  If  he  takes  a 
partner  in  the  interval  will  the  firm  have  a  claim  ? 
Should  he  sell  his  business  and  aspign  the  lease,  will  the 
purchaser  have  a  claim?  [A  claim  against  the  landlord 
for  compensation  for  loss  of  goodwill  under  the  Landlord 
and  Tenant  Act,  1927,  can  be  made  by  "  G,  L.  G. tlie 
firm,  or  the  purchaser  of  the  business,  as  the  case  may 
be,  provided  that  n-ot  less  than  twelve  months  before  tlie 
end  of  the  lease  a  claim  in  the  prescribed  form  is  made 
against  the  landlord.] 

Tenax  (29/85)  sold  bis  business,  assigned  the  lease  of 
his  premises  to  the  purchaser,  and  signed  an  agreement 
undertaking  not  to  be  concerned  in  a  similar  business 
within  a  radius  of  six  miles.  At  the  same  time,  the 
purchaser  bought  the  fi'eehold  of  the  premises  from  the 
landlord;  but  he  allowed  "  Tenax  "  to  continue  to  occupy 
the  house  portion.  The  purchaser  has  now  sold  tlic 
business  and  the  premises.  Can  "  Tenax  "  claim  the 
protection  of  the  Rent  Restriction  Acts,  and  does  the 
last  purchaser  have  the  benefit  ^f  the  radius  agreement? 
[In  our  opinion,  as  lie  assigned  his  lease  of  the  house 
part  of  the  premises  "  Tenax  "  is  now  occupying  it 
under  a  new  tenancy  and  is  not  protected  by  the  Acts. 
Without  seeing  the  agreement,  we  cannot  say  whetlier 
tlig  radius  agreement  is  binding  ;  but  it  is  probable  that 
the  present  owner  of  the  business  could  onforce  it  pro- 
vided that  tlie  restraint  is  not,  in  the  circumstances, 
unreasonably  wide.]

T.  ir.  K.  (23/2).  MixTtTitE  FOR  ulcekated  stom.\ch.— 
This  is  a  clear  water-like  liquid  with  some  white  powder 
at  tlie  bottom.  The  liquid  portion  contains  bismuth  and 
ammonium  salts,  and  is  fairly  strongly  alkaline  with 
ammonia.  The  powder  contains  both  bismuth  and 
calcium  as  dominant  elements,  with  only  a  very  little 
magnesium.  The  general  conclusion  is  that  it  may  have 
been  prepared  from  bismuth  citrate,  calcium  citrate  and 
solution  of  ammonia.  The  proportion  of  total  solids  in 
the  clear  solution  is  1.9  per  cent. 

C.  D.  S.  (2/ 85). --Scalp  wash  (A).— Tlris  is  a  dilute, 
slightly  alkaline  solution  of  cresylic  acid,  together  with 
a  little  organic  matter  which  has  the  general  character 
of  fat.  A  somewhat  similar  preparation  can  be  obtained 
by  adding  to  a  0,3  per  cent,  solution  of  Liquor  cresolis 
saponatus  sufficient  acetic  acid  to  neutralise  almost  com- 
pletely the  alkali,  but  the  solution  so  obtained  foams 
more  than  does  the  original  on  shaking  with  distilled 
water. 

./.   C.   (2/7). — NON-INFLAMiWBLE  CLEANING   SPIRIT. — This 

consists  of  trichlorethj'lene,  which  is  well  known  in 
technology  as  a  solvent  of  fats,  etc.,  and  is  less  toxic 
than  some  of  the  related  solvents. 

M.  E.  H.  (8/58). — ^There  is  no  simple  remedy  which  is 
effective  against  ants  and  beetles,  though  borax  has 
been  recommended  against  both  insects.  The  following 
are  useful  formulas  for  beetle  poisons  : —

— The  following 
are  two  formulas  for  luminous  paint  giving  a  yellow

Pharmaceutical  Society  Rejects  "Females  " 

Mr.  Vf'ade'.s  resohition  [at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain]  was  short  and  to 
the  point.  "  That  all  persori.<i  duly  qualified  (irrespective 
of  sex)  being  eligible  for  admission  into  the  Societ.v  in 
accordance  with  the  by-law,s  thereof,  this  meeting  is  of 
opinion  that  ladies  should  not  be  excluded  from  participa- 
tion in  the  privileges  of  the  Society."  To  this  Air.  Vizor 
moved  as  an  amendment,  "  That  this  meeting  is  of  opinion 
that  inasmuch  as  registration  under  the  Pharmacy  Act 
secures  all  trading  rights  to  persons  so  registered,  and  mem- 
bership of  the  Pharn>aceutical  Societiy  in  no  way  increases 
those  rights,  it  is  unnecessary  so  far  as  females  themselves 
are  concerned,  and  undesirable  on  the  part  of  the  Society, 
to  introduce  .so  complete  a  change  in  its  constitution  as 
would  be  involved  by  the  admission  of  females  as  members, 
associates,  apprentices,  or  students  of  this  Society."  ,  ,  - 
Hands  were  coiuited  :  there  seemed  a  majority  of  one

Rat-Destruction. — ^The  destniction  of  rats  has  gained 
importance  since  the  introduction  of  the  Rats  and  Mice 
(Destruction)  Act,  1919  (q.v.).  The  organisation  of  "  rat 
weeks  "  stimulates  public  interest  on  the  subject,  and  this 
form  of  publicity  is  becoming  as  popular  on  the  Continent 
as  it  is  here.  Modern  developments  in  rat-destruction 
are  concerned  with  the  use  of  bacillary  preparations  and 
gases.  Poisonous  gases  sueh  as  carbon  monoxide  and 
sulphur  dioxide  are  particularly  useful  in  the  holds 
of  ships,  but  for  dwelling-houses  this  method  has  obvious 
limitations.  The  subject  was  dealt  with  in  articles  in 
the  0.  &  _D.,  1920,  I,  83,  106,  147,  170.  There  is  a 
wide  application  of  the  use  of  bacillary  preparations. 
The  bacillus  of  rat  virus  is  grown  on  special  media  and 
when  this  is  fed  to  the  rats  the  bacilli  produce  a  disease 
of  the  intestine,  a  form  of  rat  typhoid,  which  causes 
death.  The  action  is  said  to  be  uncerta,in.  Within 
recent  years  there  has  also  been  a  steady  demand  for 
preparations  containing  red  squill,  which  is  a  satisfactory 
poison  inasmuch  as  it  is  harmless  to  domestic  animals. 
There  are  numerous  chemical  poisons,  among  which 
barium  carbonate  is  popular  because  it  makes  the  rats 
thirsty  and  water  containing  red  squill  ean  be  placed  in  a, 
likely  position.  Rat-catchers  favour  arsenic,  and  among 
the  other  substances  used  are  phosphorus,  strychnine, 
and  tartar  emetic.  Rat-baiting  can  be  accomplished  by 
using  a  few  drops  of  fennel,  caraway,  anise,  or  lavender 
oil.  Under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  Sec.  46,  local 
authorities,  on  the  certificate  of  the  medical  officer 
or  sanitary  inspector  that  any  premises  used  for  human 
habitation  are  infested  with  vermin,  may  give  written 
notice  to  the  occupier  (or,  in  certain  circumstances,  the 
owner)  requiring  that  the  premises  be  cleansed  within  a 
specified  period  and  prescribing  the  means  of  so  doing. 
Failure  to  comply  involves  a  penalty ;  but  any  person 
deeming  himself  aggrieved  by  such  requirement  may 
appeal  to  a  petty  sessional  court  within  fourteen  days. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act — ^This  Act  came  into 
force  on  January  1,  1920,  and  by  it  local  authorities 
are  empowered  to  compel  occupiers  of  land  (including 
buildings,  sewers,  and  so  forth  on  or  under  the  land)  to 
take  such  steps  "  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  necessary 
and  reasonably  praeticable  "  for  the  destruction  of  rats 
a,nd  mice.  Contravention  of  the  Act  renders  the  offender 
liable  to  a  fine  of  £20,  and  the  local  authorities  can, 
after  giving  due  notice,  enter  infested  premises,  carry 
out  their  own  plans  for  the  extermination  of  the  vermin, 
and  charge  the  owner  -with  the  expenses  incurred.  Local 
authorities  appoint  executive  officers  to  supervise  work 
under  the  Act.  One  clause  deals  with  the  destruction 
of  rats  on  ships  and  the  precautions  that  must  be  taken 
to  prevent  the  vermin  escaping  from  the  ship. 

Real  Property. — ^Freehold  houses  and  land  are  known,  in 
law,  as  real  property  or  realty  to  distinguish  them  from 
leasehold  initerestis  in  houses  and  land,  goods,  etc.,  which 
are  called  personal  propeiity  or  personalty. 

Reaumur  Thermometric  Scale  ^R.-A.  F.  de  Reaumur,  a 

French  physician  and  naturalist,  born  in  1683,  divided  his 
thermometric  scale  between  the  freezing  and  boiling  points 
of  water  into  80  degrees.  The  centigrade  scale  being  in 
universal  use,  conversion  from  it  to  the  Reaumur  scale  and 
back  is  simple,  on  the  formula  C  =  ^R;  R  =  -|f'.  In  the 
case  of  the  Fahrenheit  scale,  calculations  are  complicated 
by  the  different  designation  of  the  freezing  point :  thus 
F=jR+32  ;  R=|F— 32.  In  a  few  instances  each  of  the 
scales  has  a  whole  number  for  its  thermometric  eouivalont 
—e.g.,  95°  F.  is  35°  C.  and  28°  R. 


Receipt. — Any  acknowledgment  in  writing  of  the  pay- 
ment or  receipt  of  money,  cheques  or  other  bills  of 
exchange  are  receipts,  and,  as  such,  are  with  a  few 
exceptions  liable  to  a  stamp  duty  of  2d.  if  the  amount 
to  which  they  refer  is  £2  or  more.  Any  form  of  words 
which  may  be  construed  as  an  acknowledgment  will  coYi- 
etitute  a  receipt.  If  payment  of  the  duty  is  denoted  by 
the  use  of  a  2d.  postage  stamp  it  must  be  cancelled  by 
tlie  person  giving  the  receipt.  Amongst  the  classes  of 
receipts  that  do  not  require  a  stamp  are  those  for  wages. 
Any  person  who  gives  an  unstamped  receipt  or  refuses 
to  give  a  receipt  when,  if  one  were  given,  it  would  be 
sufbjeot  to  stamp  duty  renders  himself  liable  to  a  fine 
of  £lO.  The  same  penalty  is  prescribed  for  giving 
separate  receipts  for  smaller  sums  with  intent  to  evade 
payment  of  duty  on  a  receipt  for  £2  or  more. 

Receiver — A  receiver  is  a  person  appointed  to  collect 
and  take  charge  of  the  rents  or  profits  of  propei'ty  or  a 
business  so  as  to  ensure  that  they  shall  be  ravailalbile  for 
the  persons  entitled  to  them.  Under  a  mortgage  or 
deloenture  the  mortgagee  or  debenture-holder  is  com- 
monly given  power  to  appoint  a  receiver  in  the  event  of 
interest  upon  the  amount  advanced  being  in  arrears  or 
his  security  being  in  jeopardy.  Sometimes  it  is  neces- 
sary thait  the  receiver  should  be  appointed  by  the 
Court.  In  bankruptcy,  the  official  receiiver  is  an  officer 
of  the  Court  who  takes  charge  of  the  estate  of  the 
debtor  when  a  receiving  order  (q.v.)  is  made  pending 
the  appointment  of  a  trustee. 

Receiving  Order. — If  upon  the  hearing  of  a  petition  in 
bankruptcy  presented  either  by  the  delbtor  himself  or 
by  a  creditor  the  Court  considers  a  prima-facie  case 
for  bankruptcy  has  been  made  out,  it  makes  a  receiving 
order.  The  effect  of  the  order  is  to  restrarin  legal  pro- 
ceedings against  the  debtor  and  to  preserve  his  assets 
for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors  in  general.  See 
Bankruptcy. 

Receiving  Stolen  Goods. — Th©  offence  of  receiving  stolen 
goods  lies  in  the  possession  by  the  party  concerned  at 
the  time  he  accepts  the  goods  of  the  knowledge  that 
ibhey  were  stolen.  The  offence  is  a  felony  or  a  mis- 
demeanour according  to  whether  the  original  offence  of 
stealing  the  goods  was  a  felony  or  a  misdemeanour.  _  The 
maximum  punishment  upon  a  conviction  for  "  receiving  " 
is  penal  servitude  for  fourteen  years. 

Records,  Stock. — See  Index  Books  and  Stocktaking. 

Records,  Trading. — See  Book-keeping. 

Rectification. — The  definition  of  Timme  (1605),  "a 
reiterated  distillation  to  perfection,"  is  substantially  the 
same  as  that  of  Thorpe's  "  Dictionary  of  Applied 
Chemistry  "  (Vol.  V,  1924),  the  object  of  repeating  the 
process  of  distillation  being,  especially  in  the  case  of 
alcohol,  to  remove  impurities  and  to  increase  strength.  - 

Rectified  Spirit. — The  British  Pharmacopoeia  requires 
rectified  spirit  to  be  a  mixture  of  ethyl  hydroxide  and 
water,  containing  90  per  cent,  by  volume  (85.68  per  cent, 
by  weight)  of  the  hydroxide  (C^H^OH)  at  15.5°  C.  ; 
s.g.  0.8337.  In  the  1898  B.P.  the  spirit  was  to  contain 
85.65  per  cent,  by  weight  of  ethyl  hydroxide ;  s.g.  0.834. 
In  the  1885  B.P.  the  s.g.  was  0.838  and  the  aqueous 
content  was  given  as  16  per  cent.  The  official  tests 
indicate  the  presence  or  absence  of  non-volatile  matter, 
oily  or  resinous  substances,  tannin,  fusel  oil  and  allied 
impurities,  more  than  traces  of  amylic  alcohol  and  allied 
impurities,  or  of  aldehyde  and  other  organic  impurities. 
For  the  purposes  of  Revenue  Acts  the  expression 
"  spirits  of  wine  "  means  rectified  spirit  of  a  strength 
not  less  than  43  degrees  over  proof,  equivalent  to 
approximately  82  per  cent,  of  absolute  alcohol  by  volume 
or  75.5  per  cent,  by  weight.  The  manufacture  of 
rectified  spirit  is  a  form  of  distillation  which  in  its 
early  stages  follows  the  same  course  or  courses  as  that 
of  potable  spirits,  there  being  two  well-defined  methods, 
the  "  pot  "  still  process  and  the  "  patent  "  still  process. 
English  distillers  almost  invariably  use  the  latter.  An 
illustrated  description  of  Coffey's  still  will  be  found 
in  Thorpe's  "  Dictionary  of  Applied  Chemistry,"  I,  92, 
93.  The  fermentation  of  the  grain  and  malt  is  carried 
out  at  a  relatively  low  temperature,  and  with  as  pure  a 
yea3t   as   can   be  obtained.       The  fermented   wort  is 
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distilled  in  the  oidinaiy  way  and  afterwards  rectified  in 
a  still  of  a  different  type,  the  fusel  oil,  which  is  of 
value  as  a  by-product,  being  separated  as  completely  as 
possible.  Potassium  carbonate  or  charcoal  is  often  used 
for  th-e  final  distillation  or  filtration.  The  presence  of 
alcohol  in  liquids  may  be  ascertained  by  adding  sodium 
acetate,  a  little  acetic  acid  and  an  equal  volumie  of 
sulphuric  acid  :  on  warming,  the  odour  of  ethyl  acetate 
is  given  off.  Rectified  .spirit  is  miscible  witli  water  in 
all  i^roportions  and  is  hygroscopic.  In  the  ordinary 
course  contraction  takes  place  on  mixing,  but  very 
dilute  alcohol  and  water,  wlien  mixed,  expand  slightly. 
One  consequence  of  this  abnormal  physical  action  is  that 
tables  for  diluting  rectified  spirit  with  water  can  only 
be  prepared  after  careful  experiments  i  tables  of  this 
kincl  were  specially  worked  out  by  F.  C.  J.  Bird  for 
The  Chemist  &  Deuggist  in  1919  (pp.  1507  tt  seq.). 
Rectified  spirit  is  the  menstruum  for  tinctiu-es  which 
have  as  their  active  constituents  ingredients  not  soluble 
in  alcohol  diluted  so  as  to  contain  70  per  cent,  or  less 
of  ethyl  hydroxide;  famiHar  examples  are  compound 
tincture  of  benzoin  and  tincture  of  lemon.  The  use  of 
rectified  spirit  in  perfumery  is  tending  to  be  on  a  smaller 
scale  than  formerly,  on  account  of  the  numerous  alter- 
native solvents  that  modern  chemistry  has  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  manufacturers.  Rectified  spirit  can  only  be 
made  by  a  licensed  distiller  {fee  Alcohol  Manufacture), 
and  every  process  is  subject  to  close  supervision  by 
Excise  officers.  Sale  may  be  either  wholesale  (i.e.,  in 
quantities  of  not  less  than  two  gallons  or  two  dozen 
reputed  quart  bottles)  or  retail.  Only  persons  holding  a 
wholesale  dealer's  licence  or  a  manufacturers'  licence  can 
sell  rectified  spirit  by  wholesale,  and  a  manufacturer  is 
restricted  to  the  sale  of  spirits  of  his  own  manufacture 
sold  in  specified  ways.  The  wholesaler's  licence  nece_s- 
sitates,  according  to  the  ruling  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Customs  and  Excise,  the  holding  of  a  justice's  certifi- 
cate, and  authorises  retail  sales  also.  Records  must  he 
kept,  and  quantities  of  more  than  a  gallon  must  be 
sent  out  with  an  Excise  permit.  Spirits  cannot  be 
supplied  under  this  licence  to  veterinary  surgeons  for 
making  horse  and  cattle  medicines;  to  confectioners 
for  making  essences  ;  or  to  perfumers  or  hairdressers  for 
making  perfumes  or  hair  washes.  Retail  chemists  who 
do  not  hold  a  spirit  licence  are  allowed  to  sell  to  medical 
and  scientific  persons  for  medical  and  scientific  purposes 
not  more  than  five  ounces  of  rectified  spirit  at  a  time. 
These  purposes  include  the  use  of  spirit  by  dentists  in 
the  exercise  of  their  profession.  Under  the  annual 
Finance  Acts  of  recent  years  a  rebate  is  made  on  duty 
paid  on  spirits  in  excess  of  14s.  9d.  per  proof  gallon. 
Universities  and  other  educational  institutions  are 
allowed  to  use  rectified  spirit  at  a  special  rate  of  duty  for 
research  purposes.  Exporters  who  are  duly  licensed  may 
send  spirits  abroad  under  prescribed  conditions  {see 
Drawback). 

Red  Argol. — See  Argol. 

Red  Bone  Marrow — The  marrow  from  the,  bones  of  the 
ox,  calf  and  sheep  is  given  in  wasting  and  nervous  diseases. 
Red  bone  marrow  is  understood  to  be  derived  solely  from 
the  calf.  Marrow  fat  contains  oleic,  palmitic  and  stearic 
acids,  lecithin  and  cliolesterol.  Desiccated  marrow  is 
administered  in  capsules  or  tablets,  and  a  glycerin  extract 
of  about  25  per  cent,  strength  is  also  prescribed. 

Red  Cross:  Use.— See  Geneva  Convention  Act. 

Red  Phosphorus. — See  Phosphorus. 

Reduced  Iron. — ^This  substance,  official  under  the  name 
ferrum  redactum,  is  sometimes  called  Quevenne's  iron. 
It  is  usually  prepared  by  jjassing  a  current  of  hydrogen 
tlirough  a  porcelain  or  iron  tube  containing  ferric 
hydroxide.  When  no  more  vvatei'  vapour  passes  out  the 
tube  is  allowed  to  cool  with  the  current  of  hydrogen 
still  running  through  it.  The  temperature  must  not.  be 
too  high  or  tl.e  particles  agglomerate.  It  should  form 
a  fine  grey-black  powder.  At  least  80  per  cent,  of  iron 
should  be  indicated  on  analysis,  but  the  test  samples 
contain  up  to  90  or  92  per  eent.,  the  substance  being  a 
mixture  of  iron  and  iron  oxide.    Arsenic  should  not  bft 


present  to  the  extent  of  more  than  200  parts  per  million 
and  copper  to  the  same  extent.  It  is  used  to  a  small 
extent  as  a  chalybeate.    See  Iron. 

Reduction. — In  chemistry  tlie  term  reduction  (although 
tlie  process  it  indicates  may  be  brouglit  about  in  various 
ways)  means  the  adding  of  hydrogen  to  or  the  taking 
of  oxygen  away  from  a  compound.  Thus  the  tiiiee 
compounds,  ethyl  alcohol,  aldehvde  and  acetic  acid  : 
CH3CH,0H,  alcohol  r  CH.COH,  '  aldehyde  ;  CH.COOH, 
acetic  acid.  To  convert  alcohol  into  aldehyde  hydrogen 
has  been  taken  avyay,  to  conyert  aldehyde  into  acetic 
acid  oxygen  has  been  added.  Both  these  processes  are 
oxidations,  the  reverse  of  reduction.  If  acetic  acid  were 
to  be  converted  into  aldehyde  it  would  be  by  less  of 
oxygen,  and  aldehyde  would  be  converted  into  alcohol 
by  the  addition  of  hydrogen.  Both  would  be  reduction 
processes.  The  turning  ef  an  unsaturated  compound  into 
a  saturated'  one  by  the  addition  of  hydrogen  is  typical 
reduction,  thus:  R-CH  =  CH_R-|-H,=R-CH, -CH, -R. 

Redwood  Scholarship — ^Founded  in  1888  to  commemorate 
the  late  Theopliilus  Redwood.  Professor  of  Cliemistrj'  and 
Pharmacy  in  the  School  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain.  It  is  awarded  every  second  year  by  the 
Council,  after  competition,  to  a  pharmaceutical  chemist 
desirous  of  obtaining  advanced  instruction  in  tlie  Society's 
research  laboratory,  and  is  of  the  value  of  about  £60, 
together  with  a  gift  oi  apparatus  and  material.  Full 
particulars  may  be  obtained  from  the  Secretary  and 
Registrar,  17  Bioomsbnry  Square,  London,  W.C.I. 

Referee. — A  referee  is  a  person  to  whom  difference  of 
opinion  is  referred  for  his  decision.  {See  Aribitration.) 
In  the  Higli  Court,  cases  involving  a  consideration  of  a 
mass  af  detail  'are  sometimes  referrel  to  an  officer  known 
as  an  official  referee.  Under  the  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation  Acts,  the  National  Insurance  Acts  and  some 
other  sitatutes,  referees  are  appointed  to  determine  certain 
questions. 

Reflux  Condenser. — A  reflux  condenser  is  any  form  of 
ordinary  condenser  that  is  used  in  such  a  position — 
usually  \ertical — that  the  liquid  boiling  in  the  con-  - 
tainer  attached  is  condensed  and  falls  back  into  the 
container.  Substantially  it  is  a  device  to  allow  a  solu- 
tion to  boil  for  as  long  as  may  be  necessary  without 
loss  of  the  solvent.  There  are  numerous  forms  of  reflux 
condensers  illustrated  in  chemical  apparatus  lists. 

Refraction. — In  ordinary  speech  refraction  is  the  action 
of  breaking  open  or  breaking  up,  but  the  word  has  special 
meanings  in  several  branches  of  science.  These  can  be 
generally  defined  as  the  fact  or  phenomenon  of  a  ware 
of  light,  heat,  or  sound,  being  diverted  from  its  preyioiis 
course  in  passing  obliquely  out  of  one  medium  into 
another  of  different  density,  or  in  traversing  a  medium 
not  of  uniform  density.  The  laws  governing  optical 
refraction  are  :  (1)  The  reflected  rays  are  coplanar  witii 
the  normal  to  the  reflecting  surface  at  the  point  of  inci- 
dence ;  (2)  the  ratio  of  the  sines  ot  the  angles  between 
tire  normal  and  the  incident  and  refracted  rays  is  con- 
stant for  the  two  media,  but  depends  on  the  nature  (the 
wave  length)  of  the  light  employed.  The  angle  of 
refraction  is  the  angle  between  the  refracted  ray  and  the 
perptendicular  to  the  surface  of  the  refracting  medium  at 
the  point  of  incidence  (or  in  optics  that  between  the 
refracted  ray  and  the  continuation  of  the  incident  ray). 
The  axh  of  refraction  is  the  perpendicular  to  the  surface 
of  the  refracting  medium  at  the  point  of  incidence. 
Double  refraction  denotes  the  fact  of  a  ray  of  light  being 
split  up  by  certain  minerals  or  other  media  into  two  or 
n;ore  divergent,  unequally  refracted  rays,  tliis  being 
utilised  in  spectrum  analysis.  The  system  of  analysis 
by  polarisation  is  also  dependent  on  refraction.  The 
jarocess  of  ascertaining  the  percentage  of  impurities  con- 
tained in  a  sample  of  nitre  gives  a  fresh  use  of  the 
word,  as  the  total  amount  of  impurities  is  known  as  the 
refraction  of  that  sample.  In  asti"onomy  the  term  is 
applied  to  denote  the  deflection  of  the  beams  of  light 
from  heavenly  bodies  when  not  in  the  zenith,  due  to  the 
refractory  jiower  of  the  atnio'sphete  which  increases  their 
apparent  elevation.
